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Those interested in the movement for improving the 
Mississippi River and bringing to that waterway a larger 
share of the country’s traffie will gain nothing by trying 
to make it appear that the Navy Department is opposed 
to the development of our greatest river, and for this, 
among other reasons, are we opposed to the tone of some 
of the matter which is being sent out by a press bureau 
from its headquarters in New Orleans with the object of 
arousing interest in the possibilities of the Mississippi as 
a waterway. We particularly note the offensiveness of 
a recent article sent broadeast signed “Walter Parker.” 
It begins with this assertion: “Because the Naval Bureau 
at Washington has been hostile to the Mississippi River, 
the Federal Government has sadly neglected the defense 
of the valley country by leaving its gateway to the sea 
practically unprotected.” There is no evidence whatever 
that the Navy authorities have been “hostile” to the 
Mississippi River, and such accusations as that which 
we have just quoted will harm rather than benefit the 
development-of the river’s commerce. The decadence of 
the river has grown out of the extension of railway trans- 
portation, and is in no sense the result of any hostile dis- 
crimination on the part of the Washington authorities. 
In a recent issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL it was 
pointed out that there is and has been plenty of water in 
the Mississippi channel for the use of light-draft boats 
capable of carrying tons of freight, but for some mysteri- 
ous reason this capacity of the stream for conveying 
traffic has been neglected by shippers, and the desuetude 
into which the river has fallen as a freight channel is 
due entirely to the indifference of the shipping interests 
and not to any opposition of the Navy Department. The 
blame for the present apathy regarding the Mississippi 
should be placed where it belongs—upon the commercial 
men of the valley—and not upon the naval authorities. 
After decades of indifference to the interests of the river 
on the part of the business men of New Orleans and 
other cities along its shores, it is rather late in the day 
to attempt to unload the responsibility for the present 
condition of things upon the naval authorities. Instead 
of New Orleans seeking to place blame where it does not 
belong, it should be ashamed of itself for having so 
long neglected the great river which flows by its wharves, 
and spend more of its time in awakening its own people 
to their shortcomings. 


Turning to the question of defenses, we find this Parker 
press bureau screed says that “if the policy of neglecting 
the defenses on the part of the Government continue, in 
time of war the enemy’s warships could be kept out of 
the river only by destroying the jetty channel.” Before 
any more such statements are sent out, we would recom- 
mend to the New Orleans propagandists the reading of 
the essay in the June Proceedings of the U.S. Naval In- 
stitution by Commodore W. H. Beehler, U.S.N., on “The 
Navy and Coast Defense,” an abstract of which appeared 
in the Army AND Navy JourNAL of July 3, page 1241. 
Commodore Beehler says that when Cuba belonged to 
Spain there was a necessity for having navy yards at 
New Orleans and Pensacola, but this necessity no longer 
exists since, with Cuba under the protection, of ther United 
States, the Gulf of Mexico has become pradtically an in- 
land lake, which can be adequyfely prdtected ea af PeTEVINe 
the reefs of the Straits of ;Wetor ida! ‘During | the Spanish 
War, it will be remembered, notie of the cities along the 
Gulf cities were at all disturbed by the possibilities of 
bombardment by the ships of Admiral Cervera’s squadron, 
while the cities along the northern coast of the Atlantic 
were almost in a state of panic. Even at that time, with 
Cuba in the hands of a foreign power, no apprehension 





was felt in the Gulf, and it must be patent to any person 
who is not blinded by local prejudice that in the event of 
a foreign war the first point of attack by a foreign fleet 
would not be the cities of the Gulf, but the great sea- 
ports of the North, like New York, Boston, ete. It has 
been only since the Spanish War that the country has 
awakened to the necessity of proper fortifications for our 
seaports, and with the protection of New York, Boston, 
Newport, Fall River, and other such cities, which would 
be the first most likely to suffer from a foreign fleet, still 
incomplete, it would seem to be the part of common sense, 
as well as of a proper naval policy, to see that the point 
of greatest danger is made as secure as possible before 
proceeding to spend large sums in guarding places which 
would in all likelihood be the last to receive the atten- 
tion of a foreign fleet. To hear the good but misguided 
people of New Orleans talk, one would imagine that New 
York, Boston and other North Atlantic ports were so 
securely defended that there is nothing more to ask for 
so far as they are concerned, and that they may well be 
dismissed from further consideration. It is not an easy 
matter to keep Congress screwed up to appreciation of 
the necessity of coast defenses, and New Orleans will 
gain more in the long run by assisting in the protection of 
the great cities which are most in danger than by seek- 
ing to divert the attention of Congress by unreasonable 
prating of “New England’s domination” and by other 
attempts to make it appear that the construction of our 
country’s coast defenses is proceeding on sectional lines 
rather than in accordance with the principles of a broad 
national engineering policy. 





The words must have grated harshly on the ears of the 
anti-imperialists, if any were present, when Ambassador 
Jusserand, of France, in his speech on July 6 at the 
Champlain celebration at Bluff Point, New York, spoke 
of the coming celebration by France and England of one 
hundred years of peace between those countries. Here 
are two nations, one with the greatest navy the world has 
known, and the other with one of the largest standing 
armies, that have found no cause for strife in a century. 
We commend the words of the Ambassador to the Boston 
Transcript, which said the other day that of all the move- 
ments in behalf of universal peace the most logical was 
that of the Peace Congress, “for it holds that the re- 
moval of the temptations to war by reductions of armies 
and navies would go more than half way toward peace.” 
If armies and navies are such temptations to peace, how 
does it happen that we stand in the shadow of an ap- 
proaching centennial of peace the like of which the world 
has never before seen? Why is it that we have had to 
wait for the century of big armaments for this celebra- 
tion? How does it come that the dove of peace is ma- 
king her nest in the mouth of cannon and is not afraid 
to soil her spotless plumage with the black smoke of 
warships? We have no doubt that when the hundred 
years celebration shall be consummated there will be 
a small army of preachers peaceful, who will hold high 
their hands and proclaim, as did Cock Robin, “We did 
it. But for our constant warnings these awful navies 
and armies would have plunged the two nations into war.” 
And why is it that our esteemed Boston contemporary 
and all of the school it represents are as silent as “dumb, 
driven cattle,” when we challenge them, as we have on 
more than one occasion, to give specifications of the 
charge that wars, during the last century at least, have 
been provoked by military men. The Transcript should 
have too much self-respect to repeat constantly a state- 
ment which is challenged and of which it can offer no 
proof. ‘This is too much in the nature of “yellow jour- 
nalism,” and does little credit either to the intelligence of 
Boston, the intellectual Hub, or to the military traditions 
associated with Bunker Hill and Lexington, Concord and 
Paul Revere’s ride.

Capt. L. S. Sorley, 14th U.S. Inf., on duty at the 
Louisiana State University at Baton Rouge, in the 
Louisiana School Review, says a strong word on the 
value of military training in schools and colleges. When 
a boy is subjected to military discipline in a college or 
university he learns to hear exactly what is said to him 
and to carry out his orders as given and not as he 
fancies they ought to be carried out. This knowledge 
is of the utmost value to him in any walk of life he 
may elect to follow; it makes him a useful subordinate 
in case it shall be his lot to work under the direction of 
another or it enables him to appreciate and command 
loyal obedience in those who may be placed under his 
orders or control in civil as well as military life. No 
business man wishes to employ a subordinate who de- 
sires to argue with him every direction given as to 
what he shall do, and a young man who has learned 
this lesson in the comparatively easy school of cadet 
life has an immense advantage over him who has to 
acquire jt in the cold business world where it may come 
in the shape of the loss of a good position. In many 
lines of industry the employer gives the preference to 
the, man who has had service in the Army, on account 
of the “well known advantages,of discipline as inculeated 
in these former soldiers. Another valuable.quality de- 
veloped in the youth is attention to detail, which in 
this day of specialization counts for so much. Among 
the more important moral effects of military training 
upon the boy, Captain Sorley mentions self-reliance, 
honor and truthfulness and fair dealing, respect for au- 
thority, and regard for the rights of others, Of all 





these, we are disposed to place the last first. Regard 
for the rights of others is the foundation of all true 
gentlemanliness and without that characteristic the true 
soldier is hard to be made. It is a reflection of the 
Golden Rule of “Do unto others,” ete. Lessons of 
patriotism, respect for the flag, and the honor of the 
country are steadily instilled in boys by daily participa- 
tion in the military ceremonies which call for the salut- 
ing of the colors and the national anthem. 








The Army Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth held 
their graduation exercises Wednesday, June 30. The 
feature of the graduation was the address of Major Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff. The officers graduating 
left on their summer vacation and to various assignments 
of duties immediately after. The exercises were hurried 
through, and it was a day of many departures. General 
Bell spoke on many phases of Army work and the life 
of the officer. In his speech he impressed the officers with 
the importance of their duties to the nation and called 
attention to the fact that war was yet not a thing of the 
past. General Bell said, in closing, that he expected to 
retire as Chief of Staff next year; but that he would 
always take an interest in the schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth and expected to see them in position to train 
students so that America would have the ablest corps of 
Army officers in the world. General Bell predicted that 
in time Fort Leavenworth would become the seat of the 
greatest military university in the world. The General 
spoke at some length against “knockers,” declaring that 
they were an affliction in the Army and everywhere else; 
and that their influence was contagious for evil. He 
spoke of the good-will between officers of the Service 
schools and the post, and said it helped the students in 
their studies. The conditions at Fort Leavenworth, said 
General Bell, “are such that an officer does not have to 


bother about domestic affairs; why even wives help their * 


husbands . with their studies.” Brig. Gen. Frederick 
Funston, commandant of the Army Service School, pre- 


sided. He congratulated the members of the class on re- 


ceiving their diplomas after a year of hard work and 
the overcoming of many difficulties. To the list of dis- 
tinguished graduates of the Army School of the Line 
at Fort Leavenworth, which we published last week, 
should be added the names of Capt. Charles Gerhardt, 
Sth Inf., and Capt. C. S. Farnsworth, 7th Inf.; and to 
the graduates Capt. E. A. Fry, 13th Inf.

Rear Admiral E. B. Barry, U.S.N., wants the powder 
division abolished in our Navy. Since the good old days 
of the wooden ships, he has never been able to see any 
reason for the existence of such a division. He would 
like to see it merged into the gun divisions, but he wants 
to see a navigators’ division as of old. There are men 
in battle stations that do not carry powder, whip sheil, 
or firearms, or work boilers and engines. ‘Who look 
after sudden injuries?’ he asks in the Current Proceed- 
ings of the Naval Institute. “Who do a thousand and 
one things suddenly wanted? If a division is to be di- 
verted from its legitimate duty, the fire slackens, perhaps 
just when that of the enemy was being dominated. You 
don’t want many men, but you want some and they should 
all be good leading men, too.” Admiral Barry would 
distribute the powder division force, exclusive of the en- 
gineer’s division and what is designated as ship’s staff, so 
as to give gun divisions adequate strength. He has doubts 
as to the relative status of the permanent and semi-per- 
manent details of people of the so-called ship’s staff.. You 
get rid of the powder division and increase eorrespond- 
ingly the gun divisions, the rest of the working force ‘s 
not put into the navigator’s division and some of the 
electricians are not attachedsto the gun divisions. 





Discussing the test of captains, apropos of the essay 
in the March issue of the Current Proceedings of the Na- 
val Institute, Capt. A. C. Dillingham, U.S.N., says that 
the place to test captains is on the bridge during fleet 
evolutions at standard battle speed of, Say, sixteen knots, 
but he suggests that there is no test for captains in anv 
circumstances better than the position pennant and indi- 
cations during the general progress of the fleet, provided 
that the indications of this pennant and other indications 
are followed up by the flag officers in the fleet. Captain 
Dillingham says he has known a captain who could do 
the test laid down by Admiral Goodrich and get an ex- 
cellent blueprint, but put that same captain on the bridge 
during fleet evolutions and he would go to pieces and 
tremble and shake so that it would be impossible for him 
to get his hand in his pocket. He agrees with Admiral 
Goodrich that it would add to the efficiency of the fleet 
and be doing justice to the government and the capable 
officers of the fleet if we could get rid of incapable officers 
of all grades. 





The July number of the Journal of the U.S. Infantry 
Association appears with enlarged contents and somewhat 
changed in form. The opening article is the President's 
address at the Gettysburg unveiling in full, while defects 
in the present Drill Regulations are discussed by Capt. G. 


F. Baltzell, 5th Inf., and Col. C. J. Crane, 9th Inf. Capt- 


J. R. M. Taylor, 14th Inf., discourses on the future of 
the Cavalry in the light of possible aeroplane develop- 
ment and expresses views which are likely to excite some 
criticism from representatives of the mounted arm. This 
issue marks the beginning of the sixth volume of that ins 
teresting Service magazine. 
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The 14th U.S. Infantry should feel indebted to Capt. 
L. S. Sorley, of that command, for the entertaining “His- 
tory of the 14th Infantry from January, 1890, to Decem- 
ber, 1908.” It was prepared by direction of the regi- 
mental commander for the archives of the War Depart- 
ment. Captain Sorley is on duty at the Louisiana State 
University, at Baton Rouge. In the description of the 
part played by the 14th in the capture of Peking by the 
Allies in 1900, we come to an incident that we do not re- 
call having heard of before. “The meeting of the Ameri- 
can officers with Minister Conger and their other coun- 
trymen and women in the Legation must be voted a fail- 
ure.” This was partly due to the fact that the British 
troops entered the Legation first, so that the arrival of 
the others was overshadowed. but the author ascribed the 
coolness of the meeting to the battle-stained appearance 
of the officers and men. with their unshaven faces and 
soiled clothes. ‘*While they were outside the Tartar wall, 
battling for the lives of the Legationers, they were pictured 
hy the latter as guardian angels; but when the danger 
was over and they apneared in their true character as 
travel-stained, battle-soiled mortals, the glamour was dis- 
sipated and their cleanly-clad countrymen and women 
felt a certain sense of recoil] from intimate contact. This 
feeling instinctively communicated itself to the unwashed 
warrior. and on the whole the meeting was deficient in 
cordiality. This was most unfortunate, as most unfa- 
vorable impressions of the Legationers were retained by 
many persons present on that oceasion, although the ap- 
parent coldness exhibited was probably for the most part 
a natural psychological phenomenon attributable to the 
sudden reaction.” One of the rescued ladies even went 
so far, in speaking of the appearance of the soldiers, as to 
remark daintily that they were “dirty.” In closing the 
work the author pays this tribute to the command: “The 
story of the 14th Regiment does but poor justice to the 
fame of a regiment which for soldierly spirit, patriotic 
devotion to duty, readiness in field, camp and garrison, 
whether surrounded by the snows of Alaska, amid the 
jungles of Luzon, on the walls of Peking or engaged in 
the missions of mercy in stricken San Francisco, has 
maintained the standards of our self-sacrificing profes- 
sion unimpaired and made for itself a name unexcelled by 
that of any Army organization in the Service.” The his- 
tory is privately printed in Chicago.

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A compendium of the laws covering interests upon the 
Fort Leavenworth Military Reservation, with a history 
of its institutions, has been prepared by Henry Shindler, 
foreman of the Staff College Press. The need of such 
a compendium has long been felt by those charged with 
the administration of the post’s executive affairs. The 
frontispiece is a likeness of Gen. Henry Leavenworth, 
3d U.S. Inf., who chose the site as far back as 1827. 
In 1825 Colonel Leavenworth was assigned to the com- 
mand of the 3d Infantry at Green Bay Barracks, Wis., 
and the following year marched with a detachment of 
the regiment to Jefferson Barracks, Mo., and set up a 
school for the practice of Infantry. He was ordered in 
March, 1827, to ascend the Missouri River with four 
compaties of Infantry and establish a cantonment within 
ten miles of the mouth of the Platte River. He was 
convinced that the land on the east, or Missouri, side 
of the river would be flooded during high water and 
that it was not advantageous for a permanent post. 
Without waiting for new orders he crossed over to the 
Kansas side and picked the site for a cantonment where 
Fort Leavenworth is now situated. The first camp on 
the site was pitched on May 8, 1827, and was named 
“Cantonment Leavenworth.” Colonel Leavenworth sent 
a clear and beautiful description of the land and the 
advantages of the new cantonment to Washington, and 
it was approved by a formal order of the War Depart- 
ment on Sept. 19, 1827. Years must have counted for 
more in his time than now, for we find in James Hil- 
dreth’s “Dragoon Campaigns,” published in 1833, this 
reference to General Leavenworth: “He is a plain-look- 
ing old gentleman, tall, yet graceful, though stooping 
under the weight of perhaps fifty years.’ While en- 
gaged in a campaign against hostile Pawnees and 
Comanches, which he conducted with such skill that he 
was promoted to brigadier general, he contracted a fever 
from which he died in 1834 in a hospital wagon in the 
Indian Territory. He never knew of his promotion, 
dying four days before the news reached the command. 
He was buried in Delhi, N.Y., but through the efforts 
of Mr. Shindler the remains were transferred to Fort 
Leavenworth, where they were reinterred on Memorial 
day. 1902, with imposing military ceremonies. 


—— 
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Capt. Charles F. Pond, U.S.N., inspector 13th Light- 
house District, Portland, Ore., received official notice 
from Washington, D.C., June 21, that he would be given 
command of the U.S. armored cruiser Pennsylvania 
July 1. “Captain Pond,” says the Evening Telegram of 
Portland, “has been stationed at Portland just a year 
this month as lighthouse inspector of the district. In that 
short period he has made numerous friends who will con- 
gratulate him upon this most important promotion in the 
ranks of one of the greatest navies in the world. It is 
believed that his transfer to the command of one of the 
big warships will mean that some of Uncle Sam’s fighting 
machines will be brought to Portland occasionally when 
they are out on short cruises.” Another missive was re- 
ceived by Captain Pond which caused him great pleasure. 
It came from a family by the name of Easton, of Los 
Angeles. who were rescued by Captain Pond the latter 
part of last May, while he was in command of the cruiser 
Buffalo. It is more of a memento, consisting of a large, 
handsome, silver cigarette case, bearing the following en- 
graved inscription which is the missive to which reference 
was made: “Whether in the smoke of battle or the 
peaceful smoke of a cigarette, sometimes think of the lov- 
ing remembrance of your personal courtesy as a man 
which abides in the hearts of the Eastons as deep as their 
gratitude for the timely service at the rescue you per- 
formed as Commander Pond. United States Navy, May 
20, 1908. cruiser Buffalo.” When the Eastons were picked 
up by the Buffalo they were in a crippled small boat 
thirty miles off San Diego, helplessly drifting about, and 
they had been without provisions or water for close to 
three days. The family consisted of Mr. and Mrs. East- 
on, two children and a colored nurse. Each was so ema- 
ciated from the terrible experience that only the timely 
rescue and best of care saved their lives. With the de- 
parture of Captain Pond from Portland, Comdr. J. M. 
Ellicott. U.S.N.. will become lighthouse inspector of the 
13th District. He arrived from the East about a month 





ago and has been acting in the capacity of assistant in- 
spector since then. 





The Southern papers as a class have referred sympa- 
thetically to the cordial greeting received by Major Gen. 
Frederick D. Grant from the Confederate veterans on 
the occasion of their reunion at Memphis. One Southern 
writer has, however, given violent expression to a con- 
trary feeling in what is described as the “National Con- 
federate Bulletin, No. 4.” Its anonymous author is obvi- 
ously not a Southern veteran or the son of a veteran, and 
what he says is entitled to no more consideration than 
the ravings of a lunatic or the talk of a drummer who 
hopes to promote the sale of his wares by catering to 
the supposed prejudices of the section in which he is 
seeking business. After a condensed and perverted state- 
ment of the facts and issues of the Civil War, he thus 
raves: “Analyze this history, you Southern people, and 
learn of us that it is useless for you to live in bondage 
of the Yankee any longer unless you have learned to 
love it. God Almighty has raised up sons of the old 
Confederate veterans to the number of 5,000,000. What 
if you were united like your fathers were in ’61-°65? The 
very latest mode of warfare is now understood throughout 
the South. The combined world could not down you. 
What say you? You must stand ready to offer your 
lives in battle either for liberty or bondage. If you were 
to sneak as one man to the Imperial Government at 
Washington to take off the yoke of bondage and place 
themselves subservient to the will of the people like that 
great democracy of fifty years ago, why, it would be done 
and done at once, otherwise you must still give all the 
profits of your labor to the Yankee, more than a billion 
of dollars every year. lf you should be pressed to act 
of course you must enter, or would have to meet only as 
a guerrilla power; no mercy or prisoners would be taken, 
this mode would be a war of extermination.” 





In his searching essay on infantry fire in battle, which 
we have before spoken of, Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, Gen. 
Staff. says one of the chief faults in our rifle training 
is that there is little attempt to assimilate practice con- 
ditions to those of actual battle. ‘‘We frequently lose 
sight of the fact that the real object of target practice 
is to fit the soldier for doing good shooting in battle. 
Strings of bull’s-eyes are not the objects of this training ; 
they are merely means to an end—efficient shooting in 
battle. There is nothing more unlike a man in battle 
than a bull’s-eye target. Even the black and immovable 
silhouette does not represent him very accurately. The 
ground on the range is generally a horizontal plain which 
seldom occurs on a battlefield, and. if one were en- 
countered, no sensible man would attack over it if he 
could possibly avoid it.” Some may think that Colonel 
Fvans’s conclusions are too sweeping. In the attack of 
the Allies on Pekin in 1901, some of the most eflective 
firing was done by highly specialized American shots, as 
the files of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL and official 
reports to the War Denartment will show. One Ameri- 
can lieutenant alone, who was an expert rifleman, killed 
a dozen Boxers that were doing destructive shooting. So 
annoying was the work of the Chinese “snipers” that a 
number of the crack shots of the Americans were assigned 
to put them out of business, which they quickly succeeded 
in doing. We do not understand that Colonel Evans’s 
ideas look to the elimination of such shots, but rather 
that they are opposed to overspecialization.

The members of the Revenue Cutter Service should 
be able to bring back from their patrolling grounds in 
Bering Sea valuable information for the cooks on our 
warships, for accounts of volcanic disturbances off Un- 
alaska state that the water of the sea was so hot that 
eggs could be boiled by being dropped overboard. Mount 
Borgasler, which was created a couple of years ago by 
voleanie action on an islet off Unalaska, disappeared, fol- 
lowing an earthquake shock, on June 21. The water in 
the surrounding sea reached a temperature of 240 de- 
grees, As the revenue cutter Perry of the seal patrol 
fleet neared the island the heat of the atmosphere became 
unbearahle. The Perry went vs near to land as possible, 
and the lake made by the settling mountain, from which 
issued volumes of steam, could be easily seen. It is such 
thrilling sights as these that vary the monotony of the 
patrol dutv in those far-off waters. In the home of ice- 
fioes and Eskimolike natives water hot enough for boil- 
ing purposes would certainly appear to be a novelty to 
those unacquainted with the voleanic formation of the 
islands and the existence there of many warm volcanic 
springs. The Aleutian Islands, which number above 150, 
are also called the Catherine Archipelago. 








Major General Wood, U.S.A., in commenting upon the 
case of an enlisted man found guilty of desertion, but not 
guilty of fraudulent enlistment, says: “In the foregoing 
case of Pvt. Hugh A. Thompson, 131st Co., C.A.C., the 
finding of not guilty of the charge of fraudulent enlist- 
ment is disapproved. It appears from the evidence that 
the accused had been indicted for a felony and released 
on bail. He sometime thereafter presented himself to a 
recruiting officer, and by concealing the fact that he was 
in custody, succeeded in securing his enlistment. In due 
time his case came up for trial before the civil court and 
he thereupon pleaded guilty to a lesser and included 
offense and was sentenced to six months’ confinement in 
the penitentiary at Blackwell’s Island, N.Y. The review- 
ing authority is of the opinion that there is not an officer 
in the Army, who, with full knowledge of the facts, 
would enlist a man situated as was the accused, and a 
finding that this enlistment and the receint of pay and 
allowances thereunder was not fraudulent, is illogical and 
improper.” -The sentence is approved and the confinement 
will be duly executed at the U.S. Military Prison, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas. 





Announcement was made at San Francisco, Cal., June 
26, by Prof. Thomas J. J. See, U.S.N., astronomer in 
charge of the Naval Observatory at Mare Island, that 
he has mathematically proved that the moon is a planet 
captured by the earth from space, and not a detached 
portion of our globe. He rejects entirely the long-accept- 


ed theories of Laplace and Sir George Darwin, ascribing 
earthly origin to the moon, and asserts that his discovery 
is supported by rigorous mathematical proof based on the 
methods of Hill, Poincaré and Darwin. Professor See's 
announcement was made in a paper presented to the meet- 


ing of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific Coast, and 
is a further development of his theory promulgated last 
January, that all planets and satellites are captured bod- 
ies which have since had their orbits reduced in size and 
rounded up under the secular action of the nebular resist- 
ing medium once pervading the solar system.

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The Kane Portrait Committee of the New York Yacht 
Club, appointed to offer to the club, in the name of its 
naval members and of other members, former officers of 
the Navy, a portrait of the late Commodore S. Nicholson 
Kane, reports that the portrait has been presented to the 
club. ‘The response to the circular issued by the commit- 
tee was so prompt and liberal that it became possible at 
an early date to entrust the commission to an artist of 
approved skill and growing reputation. The committee 
in its report gives the names of 233 officers of the Navy 
and six former officers who subscribed, and says: “The 
committee desires, as the representative of those sub- 
scribers, to express its cordial acknowledgments to Col. 
John Schuyler Crosby, late U.S. Volunteers, who was of 
the greatest assistance and whose interest in the essay 
was sympathetic and tireless.” A reproduction of the 
portrait is given in the report.

It may be said by some that Capt. Carlos G. Calkins, 
U.S.N., has given a misleading title to his paper in the 
current Proceedings of the U.S. Naval Institute, which 
he calls ‘American Admirals in the British Navy.’ None 
of those whose lives he describes lived after the Declara- 








_tion of Independence, and until the separation of the colo- 


nies from Great Britain the name of American had not 
the weight and meaning it had after a separate govern- 
ment was set up here. Up to that time a Canadian serv- 
ing in the British navy could have been just as well called 
an American as an inhabitant of the colonies that went 
to make up the United States. Captain Calkins gives a 
history of Major Nehemiah Bourne, who lived from about 
1611 to 1691, and Sir Charles Wager, whose life inclosed 
the period of 1666-1743. 





The piece of sculpture which has attracted the most 
attention in the Paris salon the present year is “The Ap- 
peal,” by Cyrus E. Dallin, a Boston, Mass., sculptor, who 
has a studio in Paris, where he has been working for the 
past eight months. It is an equestrian group, a little 
larger than life, showing an American Indian chief on 
horseback with outstretched arms and head uplifted in 
the attitude of an appeal to God to save his people. This 
group has been awarded the only gold medal that has 
gone to an American sculptor this year in the Paris salon, 
and so popular has it become with the French people 
that it is printed on post cards and sold by thousands. 





Speaking of the G.A.R. monument in Washington to 
the founder of the order, the Boston Transcript notes the 
falling off in membership from the 409,489 total of 1890, 
the high-water mark of membership, to the 225,157 of 
1908, a declination which it holds is not to be ascribed to 
death only, but te a subsidence of interest to which all 
crganizations are subject. Dr. B. F. Stephenson, surgeon 
of the 14th Illinois Infantry, was the originator of the 
idea and founded the first post at Decatur, Ill., on April 
G. 1866. It is his statue which will surmount the column 
dedicated last week.

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FIELD BOOKS OF ANTHONY WAYNE. 


After a search, running over many years, C. M. Burton, 
of Detroit, Mich., an ardent collector of historical matter 
appertaining to the Northwest, has found the papers of 
“Mad Anthony” Wayne, consisting of eight slender vol- 
umes of field orders, such as were used in his work of 
handling the troops of the United States, and in his vari- 
ous campaigns against the Indians. These papers will 
prove of great value in clearing up many intricacies of 
history and. family descent, at the same time shedding 
light on some strange things that went on in Army 
life one hundred years ago. notably curious Army punish- 
ments. 

Wayne’s great-grandfather fought at the battle of 
Boyne Water, although the Wayne family is generally 
considered of English descent. ‘Mad Anthony” is buried 
at Easton, Chester county, Pa. The party having charge 
of the body submitted it to the seemingly needless out- 
rage of boiling off the flesh, after which it was removed 
to Radnor Church, founded over a century ago by a 
colony from Radnorshire, England. 

“Mad Anthony” became a surveyor and early in life 
led an exploring party into Nova Scotia. Returning 
Wayne settled to the prosaic life of a farmer, in the in- 
terim doing surveying for the community in which he 
resided. When the War of Independence broke out Wayne 
raised a regiment and was commissioned colonel by the 
Continental Congress. After an ill-starred expedition 
into Canada Wayne found himself, in the winter of 1777, 
at Ticonderoga. The year following he joined Wash- 
ington’s forces, and took part in the battles around New 
York and Philadelphia against Howe. 

The doughty Wayne had a hot head, and often rushed 
into places where veritable war dogs would have feared 
to tread. Near Germantown he allowed himself to be at- 
tacked, in the night, by the British, and his forces were 
mercilessly belabored, with serious loss of life. This de- 
feat, in a measure, brought philosophical coolness to the 
hot Irish officer, but all his life he was just a little too 
much inclined to be rushing at foes with nothing but 
naked bayonets for his defense. In fact, this was 
Wayne’s pet way of fighting. He compelled his men, 
again and again, to do deadly battle, with no weapon 
save their bayonets. His theory was that this sort of 
attack created a tigerish ferocity in his men, who, if 
they knew they had no reliance except their bayonets, 
their guns unshotted, they would not be disposed to hang 
back, but must spring on their foes and fight hand to 
hand, or be mowed down by a rain of musket balls. 

It was on this principle that he fought his most signal 
engagement, winning for himself the name of “Mad 
Anthony,” at the capture of Stoney Point. This rocky 
promontory, on the west bank of the Hudson, about forty 
miles from New York, commanded the key to a valuable 
territory, and had long been desired by Washington, for 
strategic purposes. But the place was almost impreg- 
nable; on three sides were the river and inaccessible 
heights, while on the fourth, or landward side, was a 
marsh which was flooded by the tide except once at mid- 
day and once at midnight. The fortress was heavily 
guarded with cannon and was held by 600 picked men of 
the British army. 

Wayne’s first precaution was to send some one through 
the adjacent country to poison all the dogs, that their 
‘barking would not betray the advance of his army. With 
a small picked force at midnight he marched to the very 
edge of the flooded marsh, without a Britisher discover- 
ing his approach. Wayne’s men stuck pieces of paper 
in their hats, that they might be known to each other, 
in the night,-as friends. The assault was planned for 
midnight, precisely, but on account of a wait for the 
falling tide, it did not begin until twenty minutes later. 
With fixed bayonets and unshotted muskets the Ameri- 
cans advanced, crying as they ran forward, “The fort is 
ours!” “The fort is ours!” The British at once opened 
a deadly return fire. Wayne, wounded in the head by 
a musket ball, cried out bravely: “Take me into the fort 
that I may die at the head of my company!” But the 
conflict was quickly over, the Americans victorious, and 
Wayne, ever afterward, became “Mad Anthony,” the dare- 
devil leader. 

WAYNE’S UNIQUE FIELD BOOKS. 

But it is needless, and out of place, at this time, to 
yeview in detail the military career of “Mad Anthony” 
Wayne. The text-books will give that, to any length ; 
and we have touched upon it merely to bring up a proper 
characterization of the man. It is with his “Field Books” 
that we have to do, and it is about them that there cling 
powerful historic reminiscences. The books are of price- 
less value, aud will hereafter be carefully guarded from 
the ravages of time by their possessor. 

For one thing, the field books show that Wayne had 
a great deal of trouble with his soldiers. Drunkenness 
was rampant in the Continental Army. Desertions from 
the cause of the patriots were not infrequent. Wayne is 
written down as a stern disciplinarian. He used the 
stinging cat-o’-nine tails on the least provocation, and to 
make this instrument all the more formidable he had 
the tails “wired,” and the wired cats flew and tore deep 
inte quivering human flesh. Of that there can be little 
doubt to one who reads Wayne’s books of Army rules and 
regulations. Some of the Field Books are dated Phila- 
delphia, some Pittsburg, some Fort Hobson’s Choice, Erie, 
and Detroit. There are many hundred, if not many 
thousand, references to Revolutionary soldiers, by name ; 
and certain it is that when the Wayne books are printed 
they will, among other services, throw a great deal of 
light on the formative period of the United States, tend- 
ing to clear up many a family history. The following 
brief extracts from hundreds of pages of similar and 
allied entries speak for themselves. ‘The original spell- 
ing and capitalization are here maintained : 

July 4, 1792, Pittsburg Headquarters. The Contractors 
will issue a Double allowance of Spirits to the troops to-day, 
being the anniversary of the Independence of the United 
“a 6, at a General Court Martial, held on this Date, at 
Philadelphia, whereof Capt. Mills is president, James Lewis 
was tried, charg’d with Deserting, on the 4th of May.

Captain Hughes will parade all the Troops 
belonging to the Garrison, this evening, at retreat beating, 
provided with three rounds of blank cartridges, in order to 
Interr the Body of O’Lea, an Indian warrior, with the hon- 
ors of war, who we consider as one of our departed brothers 
of the Oneida race, the Signal will be a Gun from the Fort. 

July 17, 1792. The Smal Pox having made its appearance 
in the Detachment, renders it necessary that all the Troops 
who may not have had that Distemper, be immediately In- 
noculated. Dr. Carmichael will therefore immediately call on 
Maj. Ashton and Lieut. Campbell for a return of the men 
with their names who have not had the Smal Pox and order 
them to the hospital encampment for innoculation. He will 
also direct Vaults and Shades, and direct a Camp guard to be 
form’d out of those it is intended to inoculate and the ablest 
of the Convelescents, in order to prevent them from Mixing 
with the Troops. 

July 24, 1792. At a General Court Martial . . . David 
Miller was found Guilty of Dessert’n and is sentenc’d to re- 
ceive 100 lashes. Alex. McEllevannon for an Intention to 
Desert is Found Guilty and Sentenced to receive 100 Lashes. 
Henry Hamilton, charg’d with Mutiny on the night of the 
27th inst is sentenced to be Hang’d. Corp’l T. Miller, for 
Insulting Language, is reduc’d to the Ranks and Given 100 
Lashes. Patrick McLaw, Changing Gunns with Another Sol- 
dier, is sentenc’d to receive 100 Lashes. 

July 30, 1792. At a General Court Martial, held this Day, 
John Platt, of the 2d United States Regiment, being found 
Guilty of being Drunk, and of conduct unbecoming a Gentle- 
mann, is sentenced to be Cashierr’d. It is with inexpressible 
Concern that the Commander finds himself call’d upon to 
approve or Disapprove of the Findings of a court martial upon 
Charges so Disgraceful to the Conduct of an Officer. Yet 
it is the Intention of Gen’l Wayne not to permit such Con- 
duckt with Inmpunity, therefore Platt is dismissed from the 
service and Surcomb is appointed to the company late Platt’s. 

Headquarters, Pittsburg, Aug. 2, 1792. The Army will 
Parrade on Saturday in the Most Orderly manner, to attend 
the execution of Henry Hamilton, now under Sentence of 
Death. The Prisinir will be Immediately be Informed of 
his approaching fate, to the End that he may be prepared 
for that Awful Change. 

August 9, 1792. Desertions having become very Prevalent 
among the Troopes, at this Place, particularly on the least 
appearance of or apprehension of Danger, that some men for 
they are unworthy of the Name Soldiers, have become so Lost 
in Every Sense of Honor and Duty as to Desert as Sentries, 
Witch Treacherous, Base and Cowardly conduckt Threatened 
the lives and safety of their brave comrades and Worthy citi- 
zens. The Commander, determined to put a Stopp to such a 
banefull practice, by the most examplary punishment, as well 
as by liberal Rewards, Hereby promises to every Citizen or 
Soldier the Sum of Ten Dollars for each and every deserter 
Apprehended and brought to this place, with Reasonable costs. 
The Commander also promjses a Reward of ten Dollars to 
any one who will Discover any Intention of any one to Des- 
sert, under the same liberal general conditions. 

Aug. 12, 1792. At a general Court Martial Hugh Mce- 
Laughlin, A Soldier Belonging to the Legion of the United 
States, being found guilty of Desertion and of Steeling a horse 
from the Widow Duncan, is sentenced to Suffer Death under 
the first and Fifth Articles of War. The Commander being 
deeply impressed with the heinousness of the Crimes and 
being convinced that nothing short of the Most Examplary 
Punishment can Put an End to Crimes of this Nature, is 
therefore fully convinced that the finding of the court martiall 
shall be carried into speedy Execution in order to convince 
every soldier that Desertion no longer shall pass with Im- 
punity. It is a crime whitch discovers a base mind and a 
cowardly heart, and such wretches ought not be allowed te 
associate with honest and loyal soliers. 

Sept. 1, 1792. At a General Court Martial, George Rus- 
sells, and old offender, being brought before said court and 
charged with desertion, found guilty and Sentenced under the 
Articles of War relative to Dessertion, to have his head and 
Eyebrows shaved, and to be Branded in the Forehead with a 
letter D, to receive 100 Lashes, and to Act as Army Exeeu- 
tioner, in the Future. 

Oct. 1, 1792. At a General Court Martial, Ballard smith 
was tried upon the following charges, viz.: Having wrote, 
when articular charge, also for unofficerlike conduct in your 
note, falsely asserting the contents not interesting to me, 
signed Geo. M. Bedinger. The Oourt, after Mature delibera- 
tion, agree against Maj. Smith, and therefore do sentence 
him to ask pardon of Maj. Bedinger. 

Oct. 8, 1792. John Lynch was brought before General 
Court Martial, charg’d with Deserting and escaping from 
Stewart’s guards. The prisinir pleaded Guilty. Jehn Spence, 
being also sworn, says that the prisoner proposed to himself 
and four others to desert and that the prisoner deserted 
from Dyer’s Hill redoubt, with his arms and accouterments, 
when on Guard, and that he was taken by Sergeant Stewart 
and escaped, marching to this place. The court, having ma- 
turely considered the charge and the Nature of the Evidence 
adduced, Find the prisinir John Lynch Guilty of a Violation 
= 4 Articles of War, and do Sentence him to be Shott to 

eath. 

Oct. 19, 1792. Capt. Ballard Smith was tried on the fol- 
lowing charges, viz.: 1—For behavior unlike that of a Gentle- 
man and an Officer and repugnant to the dignity of the Army, 
by keeping a woman, claimed and known as the Wife of 
Sergt. Sprague, of his own company, whitch conduct produced 
discontent to the sergeant and discord in the company and 
encourages the woman to be Riotous, also, with noise, fighting 
and misconduct, arising from the captain’s own Tent. 2—For 
a Direct Violation of Good Order and A Violation of © 
Decency, by suffering the aforesaid woman to take refuge in 
his own Tent. 4—For laboring under the general character 
of Drunkard, and in particular being drunk on the day and 
the night of the 3d instant. The Court, having maturely con- 
sidered the Charges do Find Ballard Smith Guilty, and sen- 
tence him to be suspended from pay for 6 months. 

July 12, 1797, Headquarters, Detroit. The Desertions of 
the Troops may be ascribed to Scenes of Drunkness, pro- 
duced by the unrestrained sale of liquor and by the Seductive 
Arts of persons ill disposed to the Government of the United 
States. To remedy an evil so fraught with Danger to the 
National interest, and so subserve a subordination of dis- 
cipline, all persons are hereby prohibited from selling liquor 
of any kind to the Troops, except under written permission 
of Lieut. Com. strong. The infraction of this rule by who- 
ever committed shall be punishable by the Guard House and 
the sentence of the court Martial. Any person detected in 
an attempt to inveigle a Soldier from his Duty shall be 
Drum’d out of the Fort and receive 50 Lashes on his bare 
back with wired catts. 

July 14, 1797. At General Court Martial, Charles Kennedy, 
Guilty of trying to stale the picketts, the Court do sentence 
him to wear a pair of Legg Bolts for a week and be confined 
to the Guard House. 

July 25, 1797. General Orders. The Soldier who deserts 
his colors of whatever country or nation, forfeits the good 
will of all good men. To discourage so Foul and Offense, 
the Commander orders all such Deserters from the Army of 
His Brittanic Majesty to depart the town in 24 hours. He 
forbids positively the enlisting of deserters of Troops of any 
nation and assurs all persons of this Character that they will 
find no asylum within the sphere of his authority. But, as 
it has been Represented to him that several privates, Seduced 
from the Service of the United States when in a state of In- 
toxication, by Designing, Vicious Persons, have repented from 
the fool transgretion, and are prevented from returning by 
a fear of Punishment, now, to give all absentees a thorough 
opportunity to testify to their Contrition, and to make amend- 
ment for their Crimes, he hereby offers Full Pardon to all 
such who fully surrender themselves to some officer of Troops 
of the United states, within 30 days. 

July 26, 1797. At General Court Martial, Corp’l W’m 
Kelly, of Capt. Gratton’s company, of the 2d Regiment, being 
found Guilty of Desertion, is sentenced to be reduced to the 
Ranks and to Walk the Gauntlet between the troops of the 
Garrison, six times, both lines striking at him at the same 








time. Also, Timothy root, of Oapt. Lyman’s company, was 
charged with Intoxication, and the court do find him guilty 
and sentence him to receive 100 Lashes, with Wired catts, the 
same to be given him in four equal installments, on four 
different days. Also, William Mitchell, found guilty of selling 
liquor to the Soldiers, is sentenced to be drum’d, with a bottle 
suspended about his neck, to the Rogues’ March, together 
with Lydia Conner, a Prisoner convicted of like offense, his 
left hand tied to her right hand, through the Citidal, in 
front of the Troops, through the streets, and thence out of 
the southwest gate, and out of the Town, never to return, 
and to be forever prohibited from acting as Trader within 
Post Lines. 

July 30, 1797. The Commander abhors every vindictive 
spirit of the narrow and ungenerous mind. His conduct has 
been shaped, since he tcok command, by motives of Pub- 
licity, and the effects are visible to All. * * * He dis- 
dains the principles of a narrow and insidious policy, and 
bound by the solemn obligations of policy and Public honor, 
he will sedulously guard the interests confided to his charge. 
His first (object) is to promote the national spirit. 1 
is not here to court publicity, or subserve the ends of private 
individuals. At General Court Martial, this date, Fuller, 
charged with sleeping on his post, pleads not guilty, but 
the court do find him Guilty and sentence him to receive 100 
Lashes, with Wired Catts, in four equal installments. Also, 
John Moran and William Cole, Charg’d with being Drunk on 
parade, Sentenced to receive 75 Lashes with Wired Catts. 
Also, Elias Winning, absant from roll call, 75 Lashes. Also, 
Edward Haggerty, disobediance and abusive Language, 75 
Lashes. Also, William McClelland, Sitting down on his post, 
75. Lashes. Also, James Fields, Charg’d with permitting a 
Prisiner, while in his charge in the Guard house, to go in 
search of liquor, 100 Lashes with Wired Catts. Also, Corp’!

GENERAL SCHAFF’S PEN PICTURES. 


There is a touch of mysticism in Gen. Morris Schaff’s 
second article on the “Battle of the Wilderness” in the 
July Atlantic Monthly, where he uses these words which 
may mean different things to different men: “Has the 
Wilderness a memory? Else why did it strike at slavery 
twice, when Jackson and Longstreet fell, one at Chancel- 
lorsville, the other in the Wilderness, on the same road, 
not two miles away, both generals being taken for enemies 
by their own men? Answer this as you may, something 
tells me that there is something deep here. Reader, I do 
not know what it is, but let me say this to you in all seti- 
ousness. Add a few more bars to the ear, deveiop a few 
more lobes of delicate cells in the brain, and man will 
come near sharing in his Creator’s relation with sun, 
moon and stars, and above all with his fellow-mortal 
robed in green called nature. Then, then, perhaps, the 
woods of the Wilderness will tell us why it struck at the 
Confederacy twice.” To bracket Longstreet with Jack- 
son as among those who “fell” is to do an injustice to the 
meaning of the word as generally understood. Longstreet 
did not “fall” in the Wilderness in the sense of meeting 
death there. He was severely wounded, but other soldiers 
have suffered a like fate without being recorded amoung 
those who “fell.” The importance of the comparison 
seems to us scarcely to warrant the peopling of the Wil- 
derness with hidden -mysterious influences to which the 
modern military man usually gives little concern. There 
are some good pen pictures of Meade, Grant, Hancock, 
Humphreys and others. Of Meade, General Schaff says: 
“Meade was in his forty-ninth year. His face was spare 
and strong, of the Romanish type; its complexion velvety 
pallid. His blue eyes were prominent, coldly penetrating 
and underhung by sweeping lobes that were inclined to 
channel. His height was well above the average, and his 
mien that of a soldier,-a man of the world, and a scholar- 
ly gentleman. He wore a full, but inconspicuous beard, 
and his originally deep chestnut, but now frosted hair, 
was soft and inclined to wave on good, easy terms with 
his conspicuous and speaking forehead. His manners 
were native and high-bred, but unfortunately they laid an 
air of restraint on all subordinates around him, the most 
serious defect in critical times that a good cause ever en- 
counters in a commander. In social hours, when things 
were going well, no man in civil or military life would 
outshine him in genial spirits or contribution of easy and 
thoughtful suggestive speech. 

“He had, too, that marvelous instrument, a rich, culti- 
vated voice. But nature had not been altogether partial ; 
she had given him a most irritable temper. I have seen 
him so cross and ugly that no one dared to speak to him 
—in fact, at such times his staff and everybody else at 
headquarters kept as clear of him as possible. As the 
campaign progressed, with its frightful carnage and dis- 
appointments, his temper grew fiercer—but, save Grant’s, 
everybody’s got on edge, and it was not to be wondered 
at. In camp his military coat, sack in cut, was always 
open, displaying his well-ordered linen, vest and necktie: 
when mounted, he wore a drooping army hat, yellow 
gauntlets, and rode a bald-faced horse with a fox-walk 
which kept all in a dog-trot to keep up with him, and on 
more than one occasion someone of the staff was heard 
to say: ‘Damn that.horse of Meade’s! I wish he would 
either go faster or slower.’ ” 

The writer says he was never more surprised than 
when General Grant came to the Army of the Potomac, 
for, he says, he had “expected to see quite another type 
of man; one of the chieftain type, favored with a com- 
manding figure, flaunting the insignia of rank and sur- 
veying the world with dominant inveterate eyes and a 
certain detached military loftiness.” We are inclined to 
believe that General Schaff does himself an injustice here 
for the sake of making a strong literary contrast. After 
the great victories which Grant had already won in the 
West and at Vicksburg, his personality must have been 
generally known to the officers of the East, and we will 
not permit General Schaff to try to make us believe that 
so observant a mind as his had formed the impression 
that Grant was a six-footer, bemedaled and bebadged. 
Grant’s quietness greatly impressed young Schaff then 
and he tells us how Grant seemed to be the “center of a 
pervasive quiet which seemed to be conveyed to everyone 
around him—even the orderlies all through the campaign 
were obviously at their ease. I often looked at Grant as 
I might have looked at any mystery, as day after day T 
saw him at his headquarters. I felt what all observers 
felt. that I was in the presence of a man built on a great 
plan. There was certainly something evoking about him. 
If his antagonist Lee be the culmination of the gentle- 
man and soldier of our land aud of all lands, Grant made 
the snlendor of his background for him by putting into 
the hitherto hard face of war two humanizing features, 
magnanimity and modesty in the hour of victory.” 

General Schaff thinks that on every monument erected 
to Grant should be carved the name of Gen. John F. 
Rawlins, his chief of staff. “Grant’s good angel, who 
reached to him her steadying and uplifting hand.” The 
writer in the Atlantic makes the problems before Lee 
and Grant in that campaign very simple for the Con- 
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federate leader. All he needed to gain was a victory 
which would give strength to the Peace Party in the 
North on whom the last hopes of the Confederacy hung. 
Before Grant lay the task of utterly destroying Lee’s 
army. We note that Fort “Donaldson” is written in- 
stead of Fort Donelson. 


THE FOURTH DIMENSION EXPLAINED. 


The fact that an officer of our Army should, in a compe- 
tition with over two hundred others, have received the prize 
for the best explanation of the “fourth dimension” is a 
high tribute to the intellectual capacity and the thorough 
education of the graduates of our Military Academy. In 
its number for July 3 the Scientific American publishes 
the essay on the fourth dimension which won its prize 
of $500, with a portrait and biographical sketch of its 
author, Lieut. Col. Graham Denby Fitch, C.E., U.S.A, 
who is a son of Capt. Henry Satterlee Fitch, U.S.V., who 
served on the staff of General Sherman during the Civil 
War; a grandson of Col. Graham Newell Fitch, 46th Ind. 
Vols. during the war and U.S. Senator from Indiana, and 
finally a nephew of Col. Charles Denby, our late Minister 
to China. Although our contemporary heads Colonel 
Fitch’s essay with the statement that it is “the fourth 
dimension simply explained,” it can hardly be included 
under the heading of “easy lessons for beginners.” The 
essay is too long for republication, and it is not suscepti- 
ble of condensation. It would indicate that Alice, whose 
adventures in “Wonderland” are so entertainingly de- 
scribed by Lewis Carroll, must have entered into the 
fourth dimension, or “hyperspace,” as Colonel Fitch would 
call it, when she passed through the mirror. Of hyper- 
space Colonel Fitch says: 

“In hyperspace, a sphere if flexible could without 
stretching or tearing be turned inside out. Two rings of 
a chain could be separated without breakage. | Our knots 
would be useless. Thus a knot [noted as Fig. 5] could 
be unknotted without removing the fastened ends. Just 
as in our space a point can pass in and out of a circle 
without touching its circumference, so in hyperspace a 
body could pass in and out of a sphere (or other inclosed 
space), without going through the surface surrounding it. 
In short, all of our space including the interior of the 
densest solids. is open to inspection and manipulation 
from the fourth dimension, which extends in an unimagi- 
nable direction from every point of space. 

“Has hyperspace a real physical existence? If so, our 
universe must have a smal] thickness in the fourth dimen- 
sion, otherwise like the geometrical plane assumed to be 
without thickness, our world too would be a mere abstrac- 
tion (as indeed some idealistic philosophers have main- 
tained), that is, nothing but ‘a shadow cast by a more 
real four-dimensional world.’ The real existence of a 
slight extension in the fourth dimension would, moreover, 
simplify certain scientific theories. For instance, in our 
space 4 is the greatest number of points whose mutual 
distances, 6 in number, are all independent of each other ; 
but in hyperspace the 10 distances between any 2 of 5 
points are geometrically independent. If this | greater 
freedom of position were permissible to atoms, it would 
help to explain such chemical phenomena as isomerism, 
where molecules of identical composition have different 
properties. Again, rotation in hyperspace would explain 
the change of a body producing a right-handed into one 
producing a left-handed polarization of light. Further, 
Professor McKendrick said before the British Associa- 
tion: ‘It is conceivable that tife may be the transmission 
to dead matter * * * of a form of motion sui generis. 
Hyperspace has been brought somewhat in disrepute be- 
cause spiritualists have assumed its existence in order to 
give a ‘local habitation’ to their vagaries. Nevertheless, 
the possibility of its existence has not yet been shown to 
be ineonsistent with any scientific fact. and the limita- 
tion of space to three dimensions, though probably cor- 
rect, is therefore purely empirical. ; . 

“Of what use then is the conception of hyperspace ?. 
For one thing, it gives a deeper insight into geometry. 
Thus, a circle considered merely as a one-dimensional ag- 
gregate of points has very few properties, while in a 
plane it has a center, radii, tangents, etc., and in 3-space 
has further numerous geometrical relations with _ the 
sphere, cone, etc. Similarly. the properties of any given 
line or surface increase in number when investigated in 
hyperspace. Also, just as it requires a 5-space to include 
certain one-dimensional aggregates (the helix, for in- 
stance). so in hyperspace hitherto unknown lines and 
surfaces become mathematically possible. Lower spaces 
are contained in higher (if curved, not necessarily the 
next higher) : and just as the comprehension of plane ge- 
ometry is enlarged by viewing plane figures in 5-space, 
so solid geometry is much illuminated by the geometry of 
hyperspace. Fields of mathematics hitherto inaccessible 
to geometry are now elucidated by geometrical represei- 
tations. Finally. this conception effects a complete di- 
vorce between geometric space and real space, no longer 
considered necessarily identical, and in other ways also 
enlarges our mental horizon.”

PRAISE FOR OUR NAVY. 

Reciting the circumstances of the race of the cruiser 
South Dakota to Mare Island toe save the life of a sick 
sailor, the Philadelphia North American says: 

“Poems and orations are made about our sailors only 
when they have shown their quality in time of war. This 
little incident of the run of the South Dakota will be re- 
garded as so much a matter of course by Navy men that 
even those aboard the cruiser will have forgotten it with- 
in a month, And for that very reason we think it should 
not be forgotten by the American people. Tens of thou- 
sands of well-meaning folk honestly believe that the very 
existence of a great efficient navy is provocative of war. 
They are absolutely convinced that the training and ex- 
perience of the men whe handle those great engines of de- 
struction breed indifference to human life and harden the 
sovl to mercy. 

“The race of the South Dakota is just the new teaching 
all such good but mistaken people need of the old lesson 
that ‘the bravest are the tenderest.’ We have heard men 
otherwise sane undertake to sneer at ‘brass-buttoned 
snobs’ and ‘stiff-necked martinets’ because an officer's or- 
der or his word of praise or rebuke to a subordinate is 
given crisply, curtly and peremptorily. Ignorant of the 
value of discipline, they follow with fool talk of ‘mili- 
tarism’ and ‘tyranny’ and ‘the equality of man.’ The 
worst bluejacket grumbler knows better. And it would 
be well for all to know that if in calm or squall or at 
midday or midnight the call of ‘man overboard-’ comes, 


the first man over the rail to share a death or make a res- 
cue asually is one of the ‘brass-buttoned martinets.’ 

“Let an insult be offered to the humblest of the wearers 
of the uniform. Let him be barred from an amusement 
place just because of his uniform, or let some well-inten- 
tioned ignoramus calling himself a sociologist advocate 
the enlistment of the vicious or the degenerate, and the 
oldest admiral and the youngest midshipman alike are 
to the front instantly with hearty anger and full and fair 
praise of the moral, physical and intellectual excellence of 
the enlisted personnel of the American Navy. 

“With the flag in danger or any great national cause in 
the balance not an officer on any ship would count the 
saving of a single sailor’s life worth an instant’s delay or 
an instant’s haste. And exactly that same value would 
be placed upon his own life by every officer. If duty de- 
manded the sacrifice, there is not a man who wears the 
naval uniform of the United States who would not blow 
the ship and every man aboard her to atoms. But be- 
cause of the training that persists from the days of An- 
napolis plebedom to the flying of a rear admiral’s flag 
there is born a sense that is a blend of devotion and right 
proportion which makes our Navy what it is—the pride 
of every right-minded American, the certain guardian of 
the nation’s safety now and evermore.” 


BOYS’ SCHOOL FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 

Right Rev. C. H. Brent, Episcopal bishop of the Philip- 
pine Islands, sends us the draft of a prospectus of a boys’ 
school in Baguio, P.I., of which he says: “One of the 
chief hardships of service in the Philippine Islands is 
the lack of educational facilities which this venture aims 
to supply. This is peculiarly true of the Army. Family 
life has been seriously injured by wives remaining behind 
in America with their children, while their husbands are 


left to live a dreary two years in the loneliness of tropical 
service. By the enactment of the Railroad bill, by the 
local government, Baguio will shortly be within easy 
reach of Manila. Camp John Hay is already one of the 
most beautiful spots in the islands, and if the home 
Government is wise enough to establish a brigade post 
there it will mean such a preservative of health in the 
Army and so good a tonic to the morale of the soldiers 
as only those of us who are on the spot can estimate. 

“This school is a personal venture on my part. backed 
by the interest and trust of friends at home who have 
contributed money to erect our buildings and begin our 
work. Local encouragement is greater than in any ven- 
ture that I have as yet laid my hand to. My single- 
hearted desire is to aid by such enterprises to keep un- 
sullied those of our citizens who are lending their lives 
to promote the interests of our country and to meet her 
large responsibilities in the Orient. No truer way to 
reach this end is to be found than to provide everything 
that will make for the integrity of the home and the 
Christian education of the young.” 

The prospectus referred to states that it is proposed 
to open in Baguio next November a boarding school for 
boys, to be known as the Baguio School. The control 
will be in the hands of a Board of Governors, appointed 
annually by the founder, Bishop Brent. The head master 
is the Rev. Remsen B. Ogilby, bachelor of arts of Har- 
vard, formerly a master of Groton School, Mass., whose 
ability to handle boys and his experience have marked 
him out as’ an educator of a high order. 

There will be a regular school curriculum with forms 
and grading that will allow boys to reach a standing 
similar to the preparatory schools at home. Boys of good 
character. preferably from ten to sixteen, will be re- 
ceived. The school building is being erected from plans 
drawn by Mr. W. E. Parsons, consulting architect to 
the Philippines Commission, and is a structure of archi- 
tectural attractiveness, commodious and well adapted tu 
its purpose. The two dormitories have accommodation 
for twenty-four boys. Every care is being taken to 
insure good sanitation. A competent matron will take 
charge of the housekeeping. With opportunities for out- 
of-door sports—riding. tennis, golf, ete.—the robustness of 
life in the homeland is guaranteed. 

Baguio was chosen as the site for the school because 
of its healthy location. It is a day’s journey from 
Manila, 5,000 feet above the sea level. The temperature 
is always moderate. Experience has shown that Ameri- 
ean children flourish in this region. There is no avail- 
able spot in the Philippine Islands or, indeed, on the 
Asiatie coast. where as healthy and agreeable climatic 
conditions obtain for the greater part of the year. Ex- 
perience has proved that such a school as the Baguio 
School is a necessity in the tropics. 

Parents desirous of entering their sons for the Baguio 
School will please communicate with Bishop Brent, at 
Manils. The fees will be determined by the actual cost 
of maintaining the school and will not exceed pesos 800 
($400 gold) per annum.

USE OF REGIMENTAL BANDS. 

The Cireular, No. 42, Fort Oglethorpe, Ga.. dated June 
27. 1909. which follows, directs ihe attention of the au- 
thorities to the fact that the law of May 11. 1908, places 
a regimental commander in a difficult position, for which 
such action as that taken by Colonel Parker seems the 
only remedy : 








Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., June 27, 1909. 
Cireular No. 42. 

For the information of all concerned it is announced that 
the band of the 11th Cavalry under my orders is not avail- 
able for use for purposes other than those pertaining to the 
military service of the United States. This derision 1s 
forced upon the commanding officer as a consequence of the 
following: 

1. The Act of Congress approved by the President of the 
United States, May 11, 1908. forbids the employment for 
pay of the members of a band, in words as follows: ‘‘Pro- 
vided, That Army bands or members thereof shall not re- 
ceive remuneration for furnishing music outside the limits 
of military posts when the furnishing of such music places 
them in competition with local civilian musicians.’’ As the 
furnishing of music for pay outside of this post anywhere 
in this vicinity places the band in competition with local 
et re musicians, such use of the band is plainly forbidden 
y law. 

2. To require the members of the band to furnish music 
for outsiders without remuneration is, it is believed. not 
within the authority of the commanding officer, unless for a 
purpose in which the government or members of the govern- 
ment. are closely concerned. The regimental band was or- 


ganized for certain purposes connected with the military serv- 
ice. While it is true that soldiers must at all times obey 
their commanding officer, it is not contemplated that they 
should be obliged by his orders to perform labor not con- 
nected with the military service. ‘ 
While it is recognized that members of the band while 
on furlough or otherwise may desire to furnish music for 
other considerations beside pay, it is feared, nevertheless, 
that in so doing they are liable to enter into competition. 
with civilian bands, and that they may, in this manner, vio- 
late the intent of the law. It is therefore requested that 
applications for the use of the band, for purposes unconnect- 
ed with the military service, be not made.

CUBAN ARMY OF OCCUPATION. 
Fort Meade, S.D., June 29, 1909. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Since the publication of the G.O. authorizing the issue 
of a badge to the members of the Army of Pacification 
who served in Cuba, I have been unable to understand 


why they should be entitled to such a mark of esteem, 
and the Army of Occupation, so sadly negleeted and ap- 
parently forgotten, by all. except the old-timers, who 
were ordered to Cuba in ‘98, and remained there, some 
for a year or two, and others for nearly five years, or 
until their regiments were ordered back to the U.S. ; 

It is needless to say that these same ‘old-timers’ fee? 
the injustice keenly, as they remember well (how can 
they forget?) the arduous service they were called upon 
to perform upon their arrival in Cuba, having been or- 
dered there. with practically no preparation for the trop- 
ical climate and meeting with the strenuous obstacles in 
their path. such as tropical rains, yellow fever and nu- 
merous other diseases peculiar to the country, wet to the 
skin during the rainy season and constantly dodging 
snakes, tarantulas, centipedes, ete., to say nothing of the 
swarms of red ants and sand fleas, that made life miser- 
able for officers and enlisted men alike. These are only a 
few of the hardships that were met by the pioneers of the 
U.S. Army who comprised the Army of Occupation in 
Cuba. Kindly remember that the brunt of the hardships 
and difficulties that have existed in Cuba since the Span- 
ish-American War were overcome by the old-timers who 
soldiered down in that country for nearly five years, un- 
der canvas, and were chased from camp to camp by trop- 
ical diseases, ete.. and every just soldier will admit that 
the pioneers of the Army of Occupation would sincerely 
appreciate, at least, a token from the War Department 
to remind them that they have not been forgotten. 

AN OLp-TIMER. 
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HOSPITAL CORPS SERGEANTS. 


To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

A sergeant, first class, at present during his first en- 
listment period, receives only $50 per month, $25 less 
than a master electrician receives during his first enlist- 
ment. When he goes to his quarters at night he never 
knows at what hour he may be called to render aid to 
the sick or dying; he is always on duty Sundays, for men 
are sick on that day as well as on any other. Then, in 
addition to his professional knowledge of post hospital 
work, he must fully understand and be able to perform 
the duties required of his grade in the field. He gets less 
pay than any other sergeant in the Army, and more is 
required of him. He must be well up in Army regulation, 
pharmacy, materia medica, military hygiene. minor sur- 
gery, ete., and still his pay is less than that of the ser- 
geant in the line that takes no examination. 

Now I believe the sergeant in the Hospital Corps should 
be placed in the same grade as an electrician sergeant, 
second class. and should get the same pay and allowances. 
If this is done I am quite confident that the Hospital 
Corps would attract many pharmacists in civil life to the 
Service, and that many sergeants who are now intent on 
leaving at expiration of their present enlistment would 
re-enlist. TI am confident that many would be in favor of 
pay of $75 per month for the sergeant, first class, H.C., 
and $36 for the sergeant, H.C. 

Many times, during the absence of a surgeon, a man’s 
life depends on the knowledge of the non-commissioned 
officer in the Hospital Corps: in many instances sergeants 
first class and sergeants are sent to some small post where 
they are the only person to furnish medical attendance. 
These non-commissioned officers should be the best; but 
we cannot expect to keep good ones in the Hospital Corps 
when there are more advantages in the Coast Artillery 
and more pay in the line. 

In order to get the best men for N.C.O's in the H.C. 
the examination could be made more difficult: chemistry 
could be added to the subjects, a higher grade and more 
pay to the successful ones. Let us endeavor to make this 
the best and most attractive branch of the Service, and 
we will get the most desirable and educated men. 

CADUCEUS. 








After lying at the bottom of the sea undisturbed for a 
century and a half, one of the guns of H.M.S. Ramillies. 
which was wrecked near Bolt Tail, on the south coast of 
Devon, has been recovered. In March last the French 
steam trawler L’Aigle was wrecked in a gale close under 
Bolt Tail. During recent salvage operations upon her, a 
diver discovered beneath the sunken trawler the remains 
of an older vessel. Investigation proved these remains 
to be undoubtedly those of the Ramillies, whose loss with 
more than 700 lives was one of the greatest disasters in 
time of peace in the annals of the British navy. 
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President Taft, on behalf of the people of the United 
States and the national government, accepted the Grand 
Army’s memorial to its founder, Major Benjamin Frank- 
lin Stephenson, during the unveiling of the monument at 
Washington, D.C., July 3, 1909. The President, in a 
brief address, extolled the Grand Army of the Republic 
as the mighty fighting machine that spent four terrible 
years in the war for the preservation of the Union, and 
concluded with: “Officially, as the representative of the 
United States government, I accept this beautiful me- 
morial of the man who founded the Grand Army of the 
Republic, that organization which since its inception has 
striven always and with magnificent results for the three 
grand principles of its creation—‘Fraternity, Charity and 
Loyalty.’” Other speakers at the ceremonies were Sen- 
ator Warner, of Missouri; Gen. Louis Wagner, Henry M. 
Nevius, commander-in-chief of the G.A.R., and Represen- 
tative Je Hampton Moore, of Pennsylvania. The monu- 
ment was unveiled by Mrs. Grace Ross Van Casteel. The 
memorial is a triangular obelisk of granite, designed by J. 
Massey Rhind. The front face displays in high relief 
life-size bronze figures of a soldier and a sailor in war- 
time uniform, standing beneath the folds of a regimental 
fiag. The other faces display bronze female figures typi- 
fying “Charity” and “Loyalty.” At the conclusion of 
the ceremonies at the monument the parade was reviewed 
by the President, accompanied by Brig. Gen. W. W. 
Wotherspoon, U.S.A., grand marshal; Senator William 
Warner, of Missouri; Gen. Louis Wagner, of Phila- 
delphia, and Commander in-Chief Nevius. The first di- 
vision, under command of Col. Joseph Garrard, of 
the 15th Cavalry, was composed of Regular troops. 
Behind the Engineer band came Companies A and 
B, U.S. Engineers, Two companies of Coast Artil- 
lery, two campanies of marines and a company of seamen 
from the United States Navy followed the Engineers. 
Two batteries of the 3d Field Artillery and a squadron 
of Cavalry, U.S.A., formed the end of the column in the 
first division. Brig. Gen. George H. Harries, command- 
ing the National Guard of the District, was marshal of 
the second division. The entire brigade of the local 
Guardsmen took part in the parade, with the exception 
of the 1st Battery, Field Artillery, which has not yet 
unpacked its new equipment.

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In a desperate fight near Patian, on Jolo Island, July 
5, Jikiri, the famous Moro outlaw chief, was killed and 
his entire band exterminated by detachments of Regu- 
lars and Constabulary under Capt. George L. Byram, 
6th U.S. Cav., operating in conjunction with a naval 
flotilla:of the mosquito fleet under Lieut. Comdr. Matt. 
H. Signor. The American loss was two privates killed 
and three officers and twenty enlisted men and one sailor 
wounded. The killed are Privates McConnell, Troop A, 
and James B. Connond, 'Troop L, 6th Cav. The officers 
wounded are Lieuts. John T. Kennedy, Archie Miller and 
Arthur H. Wilson, of the 6th Cavalry. Captain By- 
ram’s cavalry, with a few scouts and constabulary and 
a detachment of sailors under Lieut. Commander Signor, 
discovered and attacked the outlaws in the mountains 
not far from the coast. ‘The Moros fled and took refuge 
in a large cave. The column of troops and sailors sur- 
rounded the place, but Jikiri refused to surrender. A 
concerted attack was made, the Moros fighting desper- 
ately from the mouth of the cave until the last mem- 
ber of the band was dead. The following official despatch 


has been received: 
“Manila, July 9, 1909. 
“Adjutant General, Wshington: 


“Referring to telegram from your office, 7th instant, 
George L. Byram (captain, 6th Cav.) destroyed outlaw 
Jikiri and his followers, Patian Island, July 3-July 4. 
Privates James B. Connond, Troop L, 6th Cavalry; Wil- 
liam P. McConnell, Troop A, 6th Cavalry, killed. Lieu- 
tenants Miller, Wilson, Kennedy, 6th Cav.; about twenty 
enlisted men, one sailor, U.S. naval vessel Arayat, 
wounded. Sergt. Robert Johnston, Battery H, 2d Art., 
died of wounds July 6. Corpl. John Hauser, Troop A, 
6th Cav., reported very low. Other wounded are doing 
well. No further details at present, although cabled for 
previous to receipt your message.

Although a board of officers some time since unani- 
mously decided that Lieut. James N. Sutton, of the U.S. 
Marine Corps, committed suicide at Annapolis in October, 
1907, the Commandant of the Corps has recommended a 
reopening of the case. This action is due to the insistence 
on the part of Lieutenant Sutton’s relatives that they 


have further evidence to present that the officer did not: 
commit suicide, but was killed. A board of officers will 
be convened at Annapolis shortly and receive testimony 
from the dead officer’s relatives, as well as from the other 
witnesses who appeared at the first hearing. Lieutenant 
Sutton died early Sunday mording, Oct, 13, 1907, He 


had been in company with two other officers, Lieuts. R. 
BH. Adams and E. P. Roelker, U.S.M.C., and was return- 
ing to his quarters, after spending the night at the Carvel 
Hall. Hotel, following a dance at the Naval Academy. 
Charges were made at the time of the officer’s death that 
he had had a quarrel with his companions and that a duel 
had been fought. The charges were not substantiated and 
the verdict of the board relieved the other officers of any 
connection with Lieutenant Sutton’s death. The matter 
is now in the hands of the Solicitor General of the Navy, 
who will present the case to the board.

The only blemish on the body of John R. Early, the 
former United States soldier, who after a tour of service 
in the Philippines was pensioned and has been held in 
Washington for almost a year as a leper, is a patch of 
court plaster between two fingers about as big as a 
quarter of a dollar, and that very patch, it was said 
this week at the New York Skin and Cancer Hospital, 
where he arrived July 4, is proof that he is whole and 
sound. Early cut his hand on a saw recently and the 
court plaster is merely to protect the wound. “The cut 
is healing nicely,” said Miss Burns, superintendent of 
the hospital, ‘‘but if Early had leprosy it would be a 
very different matter. We have known for a long time 
what was the matter with the poor fellow. It is not 
leprosy; it is dermatitis venenata, not at all dangerous 
to others and not at all serious to the victim.” Until 
the return of Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley, the specialist, 
whose private patient Early now is, he will have the 
freedom of the hospital.

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The Judge Advocate General has rendered an opinion 
this week applicable to cases that occur infrequently, 
where an enlisted man is tried by civil courts and ac- 
quitted, and no provision is made to pay the transporta- 
tion of the soldier back to his station. To charge the 
cost to the man’s pay is unjust, and to take it out of 
the Army transportation appropriation is of doubtful 
propriety. Nevertheless, the commanding officer is bound 
under penalty of law to deliver to the civil authorities a 
man charged with a crime triable by a civil court. If 
convicted the man should be discharged without honor; 
if acquitted he should be given his liberty and returned 
to his organization. It is suggested that state authori- 
ties when they ask for custody of an enlisted man 
charged with a crime should obligate themselves to pay 
for his return to station if he is acquitted.

When it was announced last week that Assistant Civil 
Engr. Roy F. Smith, U.S.N. who was tried by court-mar- 
tial and sentenced to dismissal, had been granted a com- 
mutation of sentence, and instead of dismissal would be 
reduced to the foot of his grade of lieutenant, junior 
grade, there was not a little sympathy for him. When 
later it was discovered that this involved the loss of but 
one file, as he was already next to the bottom of the list, 
there was a general laugh as this penalty was compared 
with dismissal. But inquiry into the facts shows that 
this reduction in his corps is a mest serious punishment, 
as it postpones by several years his hope of promotion. 
In the next ten years there are but three retirements in 
the civil engineers of the Navy—one in 1913, one in 
1915. and one in 1918.

The Cablenews-American says: ‘Officers in general 
and particularly those who are serving in the Philippine 
Scouts are of the opinion that these men are richly de- 
serving of more pay than they are at present receiving, 
which is just half of what the Regular soldier was get- 
ting before the late increase.

Major Thomas M. McDougall, U.S.A., retired, a vet- 
eran of the Civil War and a famous Indian fighter, died 
at Brandon, Vt., July 3, 1909. He was born in Wiscon- 
sin May 21, 1845, and served in the Civil War as a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 48th U.S. Colored Infantry, and as 
a captain of the 5th U.S. Vol. Inf., from Feb. 18, 1864, 
to Aug. 10, 1866. Major McDougall was the son of the 
late Gen. Charles McDougall, of the Medical Corps, and 
was an uncle.of Rev. David J. Buel, S.J., former presi- 
dent of Georgetown University, Washington, D.C., and of 
Col. Edwin B. Babbitt, Ord. Dept., U.S.A. Two sisters 
survive him—Mrs. Buel and Mrs. Babbitt. At the battle 
of Lakesville, Miss., he was severely wounded. He served 
with General Grant at the siege of Vicksburg, and was 
commissioned a second lieutenant in the 14th Infantry, 
U.S.A., May 10, 1866, and was transferred to the 32d 
Infantry the following September. He was transferred 
to the 21st Infantry April 19, 1869, was later unassigned, 
and was next assigned to the 7th Cavalry Jan. 1, 1871. 
He reached the grade of captain Dee: 15, 1875, and re- 
mained with the 7th Cavalry until retired for disability 
in the line of duty, July 22, 1890. He was awarded the 
brevet rank of captain in 1867 for faithful and meritori- 
ous services, and was advanced to major on the retired 
list in 1904 for Civil War service. He was stationed in 
South Carolina during the Kuklux troubles in that state. 
In the Little Big Horn campaign in 1876, which led up to 
the massacre in which General Custer was killed, he re- 
ceived a serious wound. For eighteen years he served in 
the Dakotas, and was in notable Indian campaigns. 

The funeral of Major Thomas M. McDougall, U.S.A., 
retired, who died at Brandon, Vt., July 3, was held Wed- 
nesday morning, July 7, at the Dahlgren Chapel of the 
Sacred Heart, Georgetown University, Georgetown, D.C. 
The remains were interred at Arlington with full military 
honors. <A troop of the 15th Cavalry acted as escort for 
the funeral party from the chapel to the grave. 

Gen. George Blake Cosby, a graduate of the United 
States Military Academy, formerly captain, 2d Cavalry. 
U.S.A., and late brigadier general of Cavalry in the Con- 
federate army, died at his home in Oakland, Cal., 
June 29. He was appointed to the Military Academy 
from Kentucky in 1848. After graduation in 1852 he was 
assigned to the Mounted Rifles, with which regiment he 
served until 1855, when he was transferred by Jefferson 
Davis, then Secretary of War, to the then newly organ- 
ized 2d Cavalry (present 5th), of which Albert Sydney 
Johnston was colonel and Robert E. Lee, lieutenant colo- 
nel. With the exception of two years as an instructor 
at West Point, his Army service was spent on the fron- 
tier. He was in several engagements with Indians and 
twice commended in General Orders for exceptional gal- 
lantry. He resigned his commission at the outbreak of 
the Civil War and entered the Confederate army, serving 
first as chief of staff to General Magruder and later in the 
same capacity with Gen. Simon B. Buckner. He carried 
to General Grant the cartel of surrender of Fort Donel- 
son. From 1863 until the close of the war he command- 
ed a brigade of Cavalry. After the war he removed to 
California. He was twice adjutant general of that state. 
and held at various times several other state and federal 
offices. General Cosby was a brother of the late Pav 
Dir. Frank C. Cosby, U.S.N., and uncle of Col. Spencer 
Cosby, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and of Pay Dir. J. S. 
Carpenter, U.S.N. 

Elizabeth Patten Ebbitt Craney, wife of the late Albert 
H. Craney, died at her home at West Point on Tuesday 
morning, June 29. While in failing health for many 
years past, the end came very suddenly. Funeral services 
were held at her late home at two o’clock on Thursday 
afternoon, July 1, conducted by the Rev. W. R. Thomas, 
rector of the Church of the Holy Innocents, Highland 
Falls. The remains were laid to rest beside those of her 
husband at the post cemetery. 

The funeral of Mr. Sidney Thomas Taylor, a captain 
of engineers of the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, retired, 
who died June 23, 1909, took plaee June 26 from his late 
home, 2237 East Baltimore street, Baltimore, Md. The 
services were conducted by Revs. J. W. Kirk, pastor of 
St. John’s Methodist Protestant Church, and J. W. Bow- 
ers, pastor of Alnutt Memorial Methodist Protestant 
Church. Burial was in Baltimgre Cemetery. A military 
escort from the revenue cutter Apache, under the com- 
mand of 3d Lieut. of Engrs. Norman B. Hall, escorted 
the body to the grave. The casket was draped with an 
American flag and the firing squad fired a volley over the 
grave. The active pallbearers were from the Revenue 
Service. They were Capts. James E. Brown, William F. 
Reynolds and James M. Moore, ist Lieut. of Engrs. 
Charles W. Zastrow, Ist Lieut. George W. Cairnes and 
Naval Constr. William C. Besselievre. The honorary pall- 
bearers were from Wilson Post, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and Franklin Lodge of Odd Fellows. Captain 
Taylor was blind for a year preceding his death. Besides 
his widow, Captain Taylor is survived by four daughters 
—Mrs. Henry Hupfield, Mrs. Laura Storke and Misses 
Filla M. and Mayme O. Taylor. There are three grand- 
children. He was one of the original members of Frank- 
lin Lodge, 1.0.0.F. 

Lieut. John Downes, U.S.N., retired, for many years 
commander of the National Sailors’ Home at Quincy, 
Mass., died at Meredith, N.H., July 8, 1909. Lieutenant 
Downes, who was born in Massachusetts, was appointed 
to the Naval Academy at large in June, 1867, though he 
had seen some service as a boy in the Civil War. He 
was attached to the Wabash, an old receivingship, from 
1880 to 1883. and during the Spanish war he commanded 
that ship, He was retired on Jan. 26, 1891, for disability 
incident to the service. Lieutenant Downes was of a 
family which has been identified with the United States 
Navy for more than a century, four generations of the 
same name having been in that service. He is a grand- 
son of the late Commodore John Downes, U.S.N. He is 
survived by his wife by a second marriage, formerly Miss 
Henrietta Wise, of Washington; by a son, Lieut. John 
Downes, an officer in the United States Navy, the fourth 
in line from this family in such service, and by a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Henry Mellen (Elsie Downes), of California. 

General the Marquis de Gallifet, former Minister of 
War of France, died July 9, 1909. He was stricken by 
apoplexy a few months ago. In gallantry in the field 
during the Crimean war, Franco-Prussian war, Africa 
and elsewhere, he won pre-eminence. For half his life he 
wore a silver plate as a substitute for a portion of his 
abdomen, torn off by a wound that would have killed most 
men, but which he survived to rise by personal merit to 
highest command in the army of his country and to lead 


her forees in brilliant campaigns against the Prussians, 
in suppressing the Commune and into Africa. His ready 
wit and terse incisiveness made him the subject of many 
stories and helped him to his last victory in the debate 
just previous to his resignation as Minister of War. 

Col. Attilla, Cox, father of Civil Engr. Leonard M. 
Cox, U.S.N., died at Louisville, Ky., on July 7, 1909. 





DEATH OF COL. MILTON B. ADAMS, U.S.A. 


Mr. Seneca H. Norton, a classmate and life-long friend 
and admirer of the late Col. Milton B. Adams, U.S.A., 
retired, father of Lieut. Lewis M. Adams, Corps of 
Engrs., U.S.A., has written the following tribute to 
Colonel Adams: 

“The death of Col. Milton B. Adams, Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., retired, occurring June 21, 1909, caused a painful 
shock to a large number of friends scattered over the 
whole country. Colonel Adams was appointed a cadet 
to the U.S. Military Academy, West Point, N.Y., from 
Salem, Ohio, in June, 1861, at the outbreak of the Civil 
War. He was the son of Samuel P. Adams, a stock 
farmer of Columbiana County, Ohio, and Ellen Parker 
Adams, who was one of the noted Barker family of older 
Pittsburgh memory. He graduated from the famous in- 
stitution of learning with high honors, being one of the 
five ‘‘star’’ men in the largest class that had ever entered 
or graduated from the Academy up to that time, thus 
giving early evidence of his high mental caliber and quali- 
fications. He was also the youngest man in his elass, en- 
tering, as was formerly permissible, at just sixteen years 
of age. On graduating he was assigned to duty as a ‘first 
lieutenant, Corps of Engineers, and from there advanced 
through all the successive grades to the rank of colonel of 
Engineers. 

“During his long career of nearly forty-fotr years on 
active duty he was assigned to various stations incident 
to the demands of the War Department. We find him at 
different periods in charge of the fortification work at 
some of our most important harbors along the Atlantic 
coast, and again directing the improvement of our West- 
ern and Southern waterways, especially the Tennessee 
and Cumberland rivers and their tributaries. For a num- 
her of years he was assigned to duty on the Great Lakes, 
being engaged in harbor improvement at Cleveland, Erie, 
at Detroit on lighthouse duty, and at Grand Rapids, Mich. 

“In the death of this officer and gentleman, the Army 
and the country have been deprived of an efficient and up- 
right servant, and society of a man of sterling worth and 
noble traits of the highest character. Colonel Adams was 
not spectacular. Those who knew him intimately, or held 
business relations with him, were impressed with his 
sturdy honesty and uprightness; anything savoring of de- 
ception or chicanery he most heartily detested. His ways 
and methods and his manners were truly democratic and 
devoid of ostentation or presumption. For an officer of 
his rank he was the most easily approached, affable and 
courteous official the writer ever came in contact with. 
His manner was genial, polite and pleasant to all, like the 
true gentleman he always was. The great and lowly in 
the social scale knew him to love and revere him, and will 
always feel his loss. He was a kindly man given to kind 
deeds and words and theughts for others. He was a most 
Inagnanimous man, and when we are also called awav 
may our virtues be as many and our faults as few as 
those of this excellent man. A Christian gentleman, sim- 
ple in his ways and manner; and this simplicity of char- 
acter made him great and endeared him to all who were 
so fortunate as to know him. The knowledge of such a 
career is a legacy of gratification and pride to his friends 
and classmates who survive him. He has shed honor and 
luster upon the class of ’65. 

“His death occurred at the home of his sister at Sha- 
ron, Pa., where he had expected to make his home. His 
remains lie with his kindred in the old family plot at New 
Brighton, Pa., amid the scenes he loved as a boy. The 
funeral services were held privately, a few members of 
the Loyal Legion, with the bereaved family, standing un- 
covered beside the final resting place of the splendid and 
valiant heart now quiet. His wife and two sons survive 
him, one of the latter, like his father, being a graduate of 
the Military Academy and an officer of the Corps of En- 
gineers, while the other son is a business man of Cleve- 
land, Ohio.”

Lieut. Col. Wm. Stephenson, Med. Corps, Mrs. Ste- 
phenson and the Misses Marion and Alice Stephenson 
left the transport Thomas at Nagasaki, and after three 
weeks’ tour in Japan sailed for Vladivostok, en route to 
Moscow, via trans-Siberian route. They plan to spend 
the summer in Europe, arriving in New York about Oct. 1. 

Capt. Henry S. Kiersted, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who has 
been honorably discharged from the Service of the United 
States on account of failure in examinations, was born 
in Pennsylvania Dec. 17, 1872, and was appointed an as- 
sistant surgeon in February, 1901. He was promoted cap- 
tain and assistant surgeon in February, 1906. He is a 
graduate of the University of Pennsylvania and of the 
Army Medical School. 

Brig. Gen. Philip Reade writes from Ouananiche Lodge, 
Grand Lake Stream, Washington Co., state of Maine, 
July 3: “Sixty-eight pounds of ouananiche, with half 
a pound to spare, was the weight of the 24 taken by my 
rod during twelve days—June 16-July 2—here. The 
speckled trout was an accident. By the end of July I 
will have caught my own weight of ouananiche.” The 
largest ouananiche weighed 12 3-4 lbs., another 9 1-4 Ibs., 
and the smallest was a two-pounder. 

Mrs. I. L. Hunt, wife of Captain Hunt, commissary, 
6th Infantry, was operated upon for appendicitis at the 
cadet hospital, West Point, N.Y., on July 7, by Capt. J.

Due to the skill of those in 
charge of the operation as well as of her nurse, Miss 
Myrtle Rose, R.N., of Bellevue Hospital, New York city, 
Mrs. Hunt will be able to return shortly with her hus- 
band to his station at Fort Harrison, Mont. 

The Federal Grand Jury returned a new indictment on 
July 8 against Capt. Thomas Franklin, Sub. Dept., U.S. 
A., who was indicted several weeks ago on charges of 
embezzling money from cadets at the West Point Academy 
and aiso for grand larceny from the government. Judge 
Hand recently sustained demurrers to the previous in- 
dictment charging embezzlement. The new indictment is 
framed for the purpose of meeting the points raised by 
the demurrers. Captain Franklin is under $4,000 bail 
awaiting his trial. His alleged defalcations aggregate 
$5,650.94, of which $4,831.68 represents vouchers present- 
ed to General Mills and Colonel Scott for approval cov- 
ering commissary supplies for the Academy, which Cap- 
tain Franklin handled. 

Both Secretary of the Navy Meyer and Secre of 
War Dickinson were at Newport, R.1., July 3. Boesttary 
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Dickinson, with Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., and 
Colonel Cronkite, Colonel Bailey and Lieutenant Colonel 
Littell, went from Watch Hill to inspect the forts of the 
Narragansett defense district. The party was received 
at Fort Adams by Col. Walter Howe, commanding the 
district, Fort Adams, Fort Greble and Fort Wetherill were 
inspected, together with other fortifications. The Secre- 
tary and his party lunched with Col. and Mrs. Howe. 
Secretary Meyer made a thorough inspection of the naval 
training station and War College. At noon the Secre- 
tary and his family were entertained at luncheon by 
Rear Admiral and Mrs. John P. Merrell, U.S.N. 


Charles Magness, who married Miss Ada Gorman, 
daughter of the late U.S. Senator Gorman, of Mary- 
land, and who was arrested a few days after the cere- 
mony and convicted of deserting from the Navy, and 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment and dishonor- 
able discharge from the Service, is to be released 
from the Naval Prison at Portsmouth, N.H., on July 
17. It is stated that he will go immediately to 
Washington, where with his wife he will live in the 
historic mansion in which his distinguished father-in-law 
died. Mrs. Magness is at present engaged in putting 
the big house in shape for the coming of her husband. 
Efforts have been made to secure a full pardon and dis-‘ 
charge papers for the former marine when his term 
ends, but so far without avail. 


Lieut. Archie Miller, 6th Cav., who was reported as 
wounded in the fight near Patian, Jolo, on July 5, in 
which Jikiri and his band of Moro outlaws were exter- 
minated, is the son of Capt. William H. Miller, U.S.A., 
retired, of 4467 Ashland avenue, St. Louis, Mo. Captain 
Miller has cabled to the Philippines for information as 
to the extent of his son’s wounds. Lieutenant Miller was 
a first lieutenant in the 6th Missouri Regiment in Cuba, 
first lieutenant battalion adjutant of the 32d U.S. Vol- 
unteers in the Philippines, second lieutenant of the 2d U. 
S. Cavalry in Cuba, and first lieutenant of the 6th Cay- 
alry. He is thirty-one years old and married a daughter 
of General Whiteside. Capt. George L. Byram, 6th Cav., 
who commanded in the engagement with Jikiri, in his 
brief report, warmly commended Lieutenant Miller for 
bravery and gallantry in action. 

Midshipmen Lawrence H. Austin and Hugh J. Knerr, 
U.S.N., attached to the U.S.S. Albany, had a narrow es- 
eape from drowning at Corinto, Nicaragua, on June 3. 
They went out for a swim in the evening, using a canoe, 
which when some distance from the vessel turned over, 
and a strong current carried the two midshipmen toward 
the sea. They held on to the canoe and tried to right the 
craft, but soon found that this would not do them very 
much good, as they had lost the paddles. Midshipman 
Austin struck out for the beach, and just made it after 
being dashed about against the rocks by the surf. He 
ran two miles along the coast and sent a native to the 
cruiser to report the affair. Chief Gun. James T. Roach 
and Boatswain Allen T. Webb went out in boats to Mid- 
shipman Knerr’s rescue, Webb taking the deep water and 
Roach along the beach. The two boats cruised up and 
down until 8:40 o’clock, when Boatswain Webb found 
Midshipman Knerr a short distance from the beach strug- 
gling in the surf. The midshipman had a hard fight to 
keep off the rocks, and was almost exhausted when res- 
cued.

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FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION. 

The second stage in the tariff legislation was reached 
on July 9, when the Senate passed H.R. 14388, the tariff 
bill, with many amendments. It is thought that a couple 
of weeks in conference committee of the two houses will 
see a completion of the tariff bill, its approval by the 
President and adjournment of Congress. 

On July 5 in the House the following service bill was 
introduced : 

H.R. 11192, Mr. Wiley.—To reorganize the corps of 
dental surgeons attached to the Medical Department of the 
Army. That to the Medical Department of the Army there 
shall be attached a corps of dental surgeons, which corps 
shall not exceed in number the actual requirements nor the 
proportion of 1 to 1,000 authorized by law for service in the 
Regular Army, and all original appointments to said corps 
shall be made to.the rank of first lieutenant. 

Sec. 2. That the appointees must be: citizens of the United 
States, between 22 and 30 years of age, graduates of stand- 
ard American dental colleges, of good moral character, and 
of unquestionable professional repute, and shall be required to 
pass the usual physical examination and a professional ex- 
amination which shall include tests of skill in practical 
dentistry and of proficiency in the usual subjects in a stand- 
ard dental college course: Provided, That dental surgeons at- 
tached to the Medical Department of the Army at the time 
of the passage of this act may be eligible to appointment, 
three of them to the rank of captain and the others to the 
rank of first lieutenant, on the recommendation of the Sur- 
geon General, and subject to the usual physical and profes- 
sional examinations herein prescribed: Provided, further, 
That the professional examination may be waived in the 
case of dental surgeons whose efficiency reports and entrance 
examinations are satisfactory to the Surgeon General; and the 
time served as dental surgeons under the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, 
shall be reckoned in computing the increase service pay of 
such as are appointed under this act. 

Sec. 3. That the pay, allowances, and promotions of dental 
surgeons shall be fixed and governed by the laws and regula- 
tions applicable to the Medical Oorps; that their right to 
command shall be limited to the members of the dental corps: 
that their right to promotion shall be limited to the rank of 
captain after five years’ service and to the rank of major 
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after ten years’ service: Provided, That the number of 
majors shall not at any time exceed one-eighth nor the num- 
ber of captains one-third the whole number in the said dental 
corps. 

Sec. 4. That the Surgeon General of the Army is hereby 
authorized to organize a board of three examiners to con- 
duct the professional examinations herein prescribed, one of 
whom shall be a surgeon in the Army, and two of whom shall 
be selected by the Surgeon General from the contract dental 
surgeons eligible under the provisions of this act to appoint- 
ment to the dental corps. 

Sec. 5. That the annulment of contracts made with dental 
surgeons under the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, shall be so timed 
and ordered by the Surgeon General that the whole number 
of contract and commissioned dental surgeons rendering serv- 
ice shall not at any time be reduced below thirty.

termaster, who will enter on the upper half of both copies the 
totals which can be actually supplied. The quartermaster will 
then enter on the upper halt of both copies the money value in 
words and figures of the total amount of clothing to be issued, 
prepare the items for issue, and send due notice to the com- 
pany or detachment commander when the clothing is ready 
for issue. After verifying the quantities of clothing 

in the upper half of the requisition by the q , the 
organization commander will sign on the upper half of the 
original a memorandum receipt to the effect that he has re- 
ceived for issue the articles noted in column ‘‘Total issued, 
and will remove the articles from the quartermaster’s store- 
house. at 

The upper half of the original (the requisition) thus signed 
will be detached by the quartermaster and retained by him as 
@ memorandum receipt. The lower half of the original (the 
receipt) and the entire duplicate copy (requisition and receipt) 
will be turned over to the organization commander at the time 
of issue of cl 

After the clothing has been issued to the enlisted men by 
the organization commander, the lower half (the receipt) of 
both copies should be filled in by the organization commander, 
showing the actual quantity of each article ‘issued, and a red 
line drawn through each blank space and the certificate of the 
organization commander at the foot thereof completed. 

The lower half of the original and the complete duplicate, 
together with all clothing not actually issued to enlisted men, 
will then be returned to the quartermaster, who will, upon 
receipt thereof, verify the upper half of the original in his 
possession with the issue certified to by the organization com- 
mander, taking into account the articles returned, which 
should be noted on the upper half of both copies. After satis- 
factory settlement of all differences the quartermaster will 
certify to the money value of the articles returned on the upper 
half of both copies and return the upper half of the original 
to the organization commander. 

The receipt, serially numbered, will be filed by the quarter- 
master after he has entered thereon the value of the clothing 
actually issued, as a voucher to his return and forwarded to 
the Quartermaster General as authority for dropping the 
items therefrom. The duplicate form complete will be re- 
tained by the quartermaster as a voucher to his retained 
return. 

Should the prices of the articles issued differ from the prices 
announced in the annual clothing order, the quartermaster 
will note on both parts of the form the necessary information 
regarding the items and their prices. 

Issues to individuals will be made at once by the company 
or detachment commander or other commissioned officer 
representing him. The transaction will be recorded in the 
‘*Detailed statement of clothing’’ and in the clothing account 
on the soldier’s ‘‘Descriptive list, military record, and state- 
ment of accounts,’’ the latter to show the date of issue, 
voucher number of requisition, money value of clothing drawn, 
and signatures of soldier and of witnessing officer.

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OUR NAVAL BOILERS. 

About a year ago the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL called 
attention to the necessity of appointing a Board on Boil- 
ers which should investigate the different types of naval 
boiler and make a selection, which would represent the 
opinion of the highest experts to be obtained. We took 
stock of the accidents in the boiler rooms of our warships 
and noted the objections which had been urged against 
some of the most commonly used types in our Navy. Our 
opinions in this matter were reinforced by such a well- 
known expert as Mr. Horace See, of New York, who 
pointed out in detail the weaknesses of some of the boilers 
and the need of investigating the merits of each type with 
a view to minimizing the dangers attendant upon explo- 
sions. Our editorial comment was called out by the fatal 
accident on the U.S.S. Tennessee, due to the bursting of 
a tube in a boiler. We remarked the haste with which 
the criticisms of an artist leveled against the constructive 
principles of our warships had been taken up and made 
the subject of an investigation, while the objections of 
so widely known an engineer as Mr. See, dealing with the 
question of saving lives on our ships, had been passed 
over in silence. When the report of the board on the 
Tennessee explosion was made public, it was found that 
the board had advanced “no theories as to the probable 
cause of the accident and could give no reason for the 
bursting of the boiler.” (See ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
of June 27, 1908.) 

Now that a year has gone by and no attempt has been 
made to differentiate between good and bad boilers by 
means of a thorough and searching investigation, we think 
it is time to inquire once more whether it does not be- 
hoove our naval authorities to consider the subject of 
boilers. One would have thought that when an accident 
occurred that baffled a board and compelled the members 
to report that the mystery of the explosion was beyond 
their powers of explanation, an immediate effort would 
have been made to bring the whole question before a com- 
petent board. The fleet has returned from its world 
cruise ; there is at present no important engrossing matter 
engaging the attention of the Navy Department, and no 
time could be better than the present to follow our recom- 
mendation of last summer and bring the matter of boilers 
to the attention of qualified experts. It would be unfor- 
tunate for the Service, indeed, if a move in this direction 
should have to wait upon another fatal accident in the 
boiler room of a warship, for which some other board 
could advance no theory and offer no explanation. 

In the current issue of Shipping Illustrated, of New 
York, we find the following editorial note: “According 
to present appearances, the United States Navy is on the 
eve of witnessing a battle royal among boiler manufac- 
turers which promises to rival the famous boiler contro- 
versy in the British navy a few years ago. It is an open 
secret that the Babcock & Wilcox type of boilers is pre- 
ferred by American naval officers, and it is said the speci- 
fications for the boilers of the new battleships will bar 
all types save those of the last-mentioned make. These 
boilers have been installed in practically every American 
battleship built within the last ten years, but efforts are 
now being made to induce the new Secretary and the new 
Engineer-in-Chief to open the field to competition. Per- 
sonal representations have already been made on the sub- 
ject to Secretary Meyer, and manufacturers of boilers of 
various designs hope to convince Engineer-in-Chief Cone 
that their boilers are as good as the type which has been 
favored heretofore. In the British navy the only makes 
now in use for all purposes are the Babcock & Wilcox 
and Yarrow types. In practically all the modern Ger- 
man ships, and in all sizes, only Schulz-Thornycroft boil- 
ers are used. In France, on the other hand, the large 
tube boiler with the relatively horizontal] tubes is still 
generally adopted for all large warships, which are now 
still generally fitted with Belleville or Niclausse boilers.” 

This activity on the part of boiler manufacturers is un- 
doubtedly the result of last summer’s articles in the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL, which went so thoroughly into the 
whole question. Out of this business rivalry may perhaps 
come a solution of the boiler problem and the removal 
of the shadow of menace which so long has unnecessarily 
hung over the Navy. We should prefer to see the inves- 
tigation have a higher inspiration than the claims of com- 
peting manufacturers, but if any necessary reform is to 
come through that channel we shall be satisfied, rejoicing 
that even commercial ambitions can contribute to the im- 
provement of naval methods.

Experiments are being conducted under the supervision 
of the Ordnance Department of the Army with a light- 
running motor designed to carry small rapid-fire guns, 
ammunition or rations.

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FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF OUR ARMY. 

In an editorial appearing in the July issue of the 
Journal of the United States Infantry Association 
a convincing plea is made for a properly proportioned 
army, measured by divisions of, say, 20,000 troops, of all 
arms, divided into tactical commands. Such an army, 
conducive to decentralization and economy in administra- 
tion, and to harmony and unity among its parts, and as- 
sured finally of healthy growth, would be the beginning 
and the end of a military system for this country that 
would lay the foundations of all the military policy we 
shall ever need, since it would be sufficient to assure 
whatever readiness for war may become essential for our 
share in the maintenance of the world’s peace. It would 
require no increase in numbers or expenditure; would, 
indeed, result in a more economical use of current appro- 
priations. The division is the smallest force susceptible 
of employment for such an army as we need, and is the 
proper unit for any additional force required. An army 
is an organization of tactical units and not a mere ag- 
gregation of troops. Our immediate need for the train- 
ing of general officers is tactical commands. Whatever 
territorial divisions are necessary for administrative pur- 
poses should be secondary to insuring to each a tactical 
command fixed by the experience of the world as proper 
for his grade. 

A divisional organization would make certain that once 
a uniform training had been entered upon in any unit it 
would continue uninterrupted by serious changes in its 
composition. It would permit at least tentative assign- 
ment of National Guard regiments to permanent divisions, 
assuring them in time of need, or when opportunities of- 
fered, practice under the same conditions as to organization 
that would obtain in war. It would permit a healthy growth 
of our Army with due consideration for the relation of 
each part to the whole and would keep it in a state of 
preparedness and efficiency and so armed and supplied 
that it could take the field at once in numbers sufficient 
to ward off the first blow and to hold our opponent in 
place until additional forces could be mobilized and 
equipped. It would prevent the confusion that has al- 
ways come with war while centralization is breaking 
down and the actual commanders of troops in the field are 
taking up powers and duties with which they have had 
no previous experience, and yet which must necessarily 
fall upon them so soon as the real purpose of armies be- 
comes prominent. 

In a long article in the Journal of the Military Service 
Institute, Lieut. Col. W. A. Glassford, Sig. Corps, U.S. 
A., shows the imperative need of providing for the mili- 
tary defense of this country by creating a military re- 
serve. He proposes to limit enlistments to one term only, 
except of such non-commissioned officers as have 
acquired vested rights from length of service, and who 
may remain as instructors, enlisting only young men be- 
tween 18 and 25 who have a sufficient preliminary educa- 
tion to become useful as soldiers. Provide a system of 
education for all men in the Army; transfer men from one 
arm of the Service to the other in accordance with their 
aptitudes; permit a man to purchase discharge when 
his training is considered to be complete. Finally, pro- 
vide for the immediate elimination of worthless char- 
acters.

The many expressions of appreciation of the services of 
Brig. Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, U.S.A., as head of the 
Police Department of New York city, which have been 
called out by his dismissal at the hands of Mayor McClel- 
lan, show that he has added to the reputation of the Army 
among people who might otherwise not give a thought 
to the peculiar fitness for positions of great responsibil- 
ity which is often the result of an Army education. So 
far in the history of New York the Army is to be credited 
with having given the city the two best police commis- 
sioners it has ever known—General Bingham and Major 
Gen. Francis V. Greene, U.S.V. General Greene was 
appointed by Mayor Low and took the police commis- 
sionership on January 1, 1903. Mayor Low had un- 
bounded confidence in the administrative ability of 
General Greene and left him unfettered to apply to 
the management of the police those principles of jus- 
tice and fairness which had been inculcated in him at 
the Military Academy and which he had shown himself 
able to respect in his civil and military life. following 
graduation. Even the newspapers of the city, which 
usually nag a new police commissioner, soon discovered 
the mettle of which General Greene was made and left 
him alone. One cannot read over the files of the dailies 
of those days without understanding the deep impression 
which General Greene made upon the community as re- 
flected in the tone of the daily press. Though several 
“shakeups” stirred the department during his régime, no 
paper sought to make political capital out of it, and all 
seemed to recognize that the police were at last under 
the control of a man who expected obedience and would 
compel it. General Greene seldom spoke for publication, 
and the force was as nearly out of politics and as near 
to being what it ought to be as it ever was before or has 
been since. Other distinguished Army officers, such as 
W. F. Smith and Fitz John Porter, have held the posi- 
tion of police commissioner of New York, but their ad- 
ministration was in the days before Greater New York 
had come into being and when the importance of the 
police was not so great as it became later. General 
Greene, who is the son of the late Major Gen. G. 8. 
Greene, U.S.V. (M.A., ’23), is a graduate of the Mili- 
tary Academy, class of 1870, and became a captain of 
engineers, resigning his commission in 1886. In the 





Spanish war he commanded one of the expeditions which 
invested Manila, having the rank of brigadier general. 
He has a large experience of civil administration as the 
head of important corporations, as well as assistant to the 
engineer commissioner of the District of Columbia. 


Managers of military tournaments might profitably 
study the official program of the military tournament of 
the United States Army at Toledo, O., which began on 
July 5. No advertisements disfigured the pages, such 
space being given up to photographic reproductions of 
mnilitary exercises like Cavalry taking a hurdle, Infantry 
skirmishing, etc., and to battle scenes in the Spanish war. 
The “epitome of military events” explained the signifi- 
eance of many of the events which would be ordinarily 
lost on the casual spectator, and from cover to cover there 
is a tone of military accuracy and precision, devoid of 
all taint of commercialism. Programs like that might 
have done much to keep certain military tournaments, 
once popular, from falling into disfavor. The Cavalry 
drill, close and extended order, the school of the trooper, 
bareback, the Field Artillery, the Infantry close order 
drill, the Butts manual, shelter tent drill and wall scaling, 
the work of the Medical Department and the Corps of 
Engineers, the construction and destruction of a trestle 
bridge, the pontoon bridge, the functions of the Signal 
Corps and the Subsistence Department—all these are con- 
cisely explained, so that the public could follow the ex- 
ercises with an understanding of their meaning, of their 
relation to the art of war and their part in the great 
scheme of national defense. We have often wondered why 
National Guard regiments which have unusual features 
in their drills, such as indoor artillery practice, etc., have 
no explanation of them that would bring to the spectators 
an appreciation of the fact that these things were not only 
for their delectation, but also constituted valuable prac- 
tice for the soldiers. Captain O’Ryan, of the 1st Battery, 
N.G.N.Y., and Colonel Morris of the 9th N.G.N.Y., 
have been working out that idea of a descriptive 
program with good results: It is doubtful whether 
one out of five spectatvis understands, when the flag is 
lowered from the ceiling of an armory to the playing of 
retreat on the bugles, that it is a duplication of the cere- 
mony that takes place at every post of the United States 
Army, at every naval station and on board every ship of 
the Navy at sunset of each day. A note to this effect in 
the programs would add to the instructive value of the 
ceremony.

The report of Med. Dir. J. D. Gatewood, U.S.N., on 
the defective lighting of the rooms at the Naval Acad- 
emy was transmitted to Acting Secretary Winthrop 
this week. At the outset Medical Director Gatewood 
says that the increased number of physical deficients 
of late in the Academy classes is due in part to the 
fact that the size of the letters used in the tests of 
vision has been reduced below that employed by the 
Army, and that the tests at Annapolis compared with 
those at West Point are much more strict. While 
these objections are to be considered, he believes that 
they have been greatly magnified by those who have 
undertaken to criticize the conditions at Annapolis. He 
says that the chief objection to be made to the con- 
ditions that he found was the fact that the light in the 
study rooms is thrown down on the table from an opaque 
shade, with the result that when the midshipman looks 
away into any part of the room the eyes receive a 
shock. The tables are too highly polished and the re- 
flection from them is injurious. When the windows 
are raised the air causes the swinging hanging lamp to 
vibrate and the light trembles and pains the eyes. He 
recommends that fixed chandeliers be installed, three in 
the large rooms and two in the small ones; that tung- 
sten burners be used and that frosted shades be placed 
on them. The tables, he says, should have cloths or 
them or be stained dark green.

The physical examination of candidates for appoint- 
ment as second lieutenant, U.S. Marine Corps, will be 
completed July 10 and the mental examination will 
begin on the 13th. There are sixteen vacancies and 
125 were designated, of whom 102 reported by letter 
that they would be present for the examination, and 
sixty-two actually presented themselves before the 
board. About ten candidates have been directed to re- 
port each day for the physical examination. Great care 
has been taken to make the examination thorough, al- 
though some candidates have, as usual, been passed sub- 
ject to a further examination, their deficiencies seem- 
ing to be only temporary or such as might later be 
waived. Extreme care has been taken to safeguard 
the questions for the mental examination. An officer 
was present every moment while the questions were 
being printed, and under his supervision every proof- 
sheet and shred of copy was destroyed, and the forms 
of type distributed so that there might be no possible 
leak. It is expected that the result of the examination 
will not be known until about the 24th of the month. 
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Among the knotty questions being perspired over by 
the brooding Buddhas of the General Staff in the re- 
vision of the uniform order is that of the trouser stripes 
to be worn by the Chief of Coast Artillery. As a Gen- 
eral Staff officer the regulations in G.O. 169, W.D., 1907, 
call for dark blue cloth with one stripe of gold wire lace, 
seven-eighths of an inch wide along each outside seam. 
As Chief of Artillery (which was his title at the time 


the order was promulgated), he is to wear light blue 
cloth with the addition of a stripe of scarlet cloth one 
and a half inches wide. It has been decided to make 
a change in the insignia on the saddle cloth of general 
officers by removing the coat of arms and substituting 
the insignia of the respective corps or department to 
which each officer may belong. On the Service saddle 
cloth for all general officers the rank will be indicated 
by stars of a dull finish bronze metal, placed in each 
flank corner, the coat of arms or the insignia of the 
corps being omitted. For. all other officers of corps 
or departments and for aides the device will be of dull 
finish bronze metal. 
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By G.O. 118 and G.O. 123, recently issued from the 
War Department, the enlisted strength of the Army will 
be increased. by 1,000 men. One of these adds 500 men 
for duty with Army recruiting parties at the general re- 
cruiting depots and in the recruiting branch generally, 
making 8,000 instead of 7,500 with that Service. The 
other order establishes the new branch to be known as 
the Service schools detachment. It is made up mostly 
of staff non-commissioned officers attached to the Army 
War College in Washington, the Artillery School at Fort 
Monroe, the Cavalry and Infantry and Staff Schools at 
Yorts Riley and Leavenworth, the Hospital Corps schools 
and the schools for bakers and cooks. In the new detach- 
ment there will be 550 members. This brings the total 
authorized strength of the Regular Army up to 79,358, 
not including the Philippine Scouts, of which the aggre- 
gate strength is 5,731, and the Army Hospital Corps, of 
which the total strength is 3,500. 
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There is more than the usual prospect that the appro- 
priations for the coming fiscal year will be closely scru- 
tinized, as the Senate seems disposed to co-operate with 
the President and the departments to this end. Already 
$10,000,000 has been cut from the naval estimates; the 
Secretary of War has cut a considerably larger sum from 
the estimates of his subordinates; the Secretary of State 
has pointed out a method whereby a more perfect organi- 
zation of his department will effect a considerable cur- 
tailment of the annual expense, and all the other heads of 
departments are striving to accomplish similar results. 
There is a possibility of reducing expenses without re- 
ducing efficiency, but there is always danger that political 
and personal infiuence will protect what can best be 
spared while cutting, for the purpose of alleged economy, 
much that can be profitably expended. 
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The order has been issued by the Secretary of the 
Navy for an estimate to be made up for the construction 
and outfitting of a naval station at Cavite, Manila har- 
bor. This does not preclude the determination eventu- 
ally by Congress, which has the decision in its power, 
that the proposed naval station shall be located at Ma- 
nila or on Corregidor Island, which has many strong 
points of advantage to recommend it. Secretary Meyer 
states that the proposed estimate is to be forwarded to 
Congress as a tentative initiatory proposition from which 
the committees may go forward and work out the prob- 
lem for themselves, guided as they will be by the state- 
ments in hearing of the best strategists of both Army 
and Navy. ° 
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The ordnance officers of both Navy and Army will be 
active with experiments during the fiscal year which com- 
mences with this month, and makes the appropriations 
for 1909-10: available. At Sandy Hook experiments are 
in progress, of which we do not feel at liberty to speak 
freely, owing to the confidential nature of our infor- 
mation. At the naval proving ground, Indian Head, ar- 
mor will be tested with reference to its ability to stand 
the most effective projectiles fired at battle range, and 
the pressure of gases and torpedo attack. The effect of 
the impact of heavy projectiles on turrets and the elec- 
tric appliances of warships is also to be determined and 
the value of movable water planes in diminishing the roll 
of a vessel and increasing the accuracy of gun fire under 
battle conditions,

In reply to a statement in the French Chamber of 
Deputies giving Germany the second place as a naval 
power, the Paris Temps of July 7 states that all Eng- 
lish authorities class the United States as second among 
the naval powers. Germany, therefore, would be third 
and France fourth. Germany’s advance is explained by 
the fact that Germany has been able to devote appropri- 
ations to the building of new ships, while France has 
been forced to expend her appropriations in the main- 
tenance of an already large navy. The Temps says 
that the United States with a fleet of sixteen battleships 
“accomplished an admirable feat in the circumnaviga- 
tion of the globe.”

9, 1887, and senior captain May 6, 1 He served with 
the Navy during the war with Spain, and has performed 
duty on the Atlantic Ocean north and south of Cape Hat- 
teras, on the Great Lakes, in the Arctic, Bering Sea, and 
elsewhere on the Pacific, as well as harbor and special 
duty. 

Major W. Fitzhugh Carter, Med. Corps, U.S.A.. who 
was retired July 8, 1909, on his own application, is a 
graduate of the University of Virginia, and was appointed 
an assistant surgeon on July 8, 1879. He was promoted 
captain in 1884 and major in 1897. He was born in Vir-

First Lieut. Guy E. Carleton, Coast Art., who has been 
on detail as a captain in the Ordnance Department, and 
who has been found disqualified for the duties of a cap- 
tain, by reason of disability incident to the Service, has 
been retired. He was graduated from West Point in 
1901, and assigned as a second lieutenant in the Artillery 
Corps. He was promoted first lieutenant in 1905. He 
was born in Michigan Oct. 4, 1876.

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MAJOR GENERAL “JACK” WESTON. 


Emmet Hamilton, Chief Clerk of the Commissary De- 
partment of the United States Army, publishes in the 
National Magazine, of Boston, an interesting sketch 
of Major Gen. John Francis Weston, U.S. Army, “who 
links the memories of the Civil War with the mili- 
tary spirit of a later generation.” General Weston, 
who retires next November, is, as this writer says, “‘oue 
of the most widely known and popular officers in the U.S. 
Army, and his friends are legion, both in military and 
civil circles.” 

“He is free from vanity, selfishness and snobbery, and 
dwells apart from the intrigues, the jealousies and petty 
struggles for favor and advancement. His handgrasp is 
hearty, his manner cordial and he is one of the most ap- 
proachable men living—a true democrat in all save poli- 
tics. The admiration and respect in which he is held 
were won by lovable and manly traits. He is the beau 
ideal of a soldier—brave, warm-hearted and cool-headed. 

“General Weston has taken part in three wars—the 
Civil War, Indian War and the Spanish-American War— 
bridging a period of nearly forty years. He has fought 
in some of the greatest battles of modern times, been se- 
verely wounded, been complimented more than once, and 
also breveted, for bravery on the field, and won a m 
for skill and daring in the face of difficulty and danger. 





He is a unique figure in the military history of the time. 
He has had a busy and eventful life, all given to the Army 
and his country—from the beardless boy to the gray- 
haired veteran; from the private to the major general. 
And now at the approaching close of his official activity, 
his Army comrades, his newspaper admirers, and a host 
of friends in civil life are hoping to see him retired as a 
lieutenant general in recognition of splendid service and 
unfaltering devotion, and to round out a long and dis- 
tinguished career.”

GENERAL WOOD’S MEDAL OF HONOR. 


In view of the letter of Major H. C. Benson. 5th Cav., 
which was published last week, it is proper to call atten- 
tion to the extracts from official letters which follow. 
They show that the medal of honor worn by Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, U.S.A., was bestowed upon him in 
response to the most urgent request of his superior officers 
who were personally cognizant of the service in recogni- 
tion of which it was awarded. 

General Lawton’s first letter was written eight years 
after the campaign against the Apaches. The one which, 
followed four years later shows that his opinion had not 
changed meanwhile. 





Inspector General's Office, 
Los Angeles, Cal., May 13, 1894. 
General N. A. Miles. 

My dear General: I inclose a letter just received from Dr. 
Wood, which will explain itself. When the question of brevets 
for Indian service was being considered at the War Depart- 
ment, soon after the passage of the act authorizing them, I 
personally interested myself in behalf of those officers who 
served under my immediate command, and who had been men- 
tioned for distinguished services in my report; but was met with 
the argument that the law contemplated only those who were 
distinguished under fire, or in “‘fire action.’’ I took some pains to 
look up authorities to show that such a construction was nar- 
row and impracticable as well as not contemplated by the law. 
I availed nothing, and at that time the names of none of those 
who took part in the capture of Geronimo were on the list. 
Concerning Dr. Leonard Wood, I can only repeat what I have 
before reported officially, and what I have said to you; that his 
services during that trying campaign were of the highest order. 
I speak particularly of services other than those devolving 
upon him as a medical officer; services as a combatant or 
line officer, voluntarily performed. He sought the most dificult 
and dangerous work, and by his determination and courage 
rendered a successful issue of the campaign possible. Volun- 
tarily commanding the infantry detachment, there being no 
other officer present available, he uncomplainingly endured 
great personal inconvenience and physical suffering, that his 
example might encourage those under his charge. While I 
hope every officer mentioned will receive some official recogni- 
tion, and believe that it is impossible for any to deserve it 
more; there are none who should be considered before Dr. 
Leonard Wood. Very respectfully,

Sir: Respectfully but earnestly, I desire to call your at- 
tention to Capt. Leonard Wood, U.S. Army, a citizen of Mas- 
sachusetts. Captain Wood graduated at Harvard University and 
later from Harvard Medical College, entering the military serv- 
ice of the United States as an assistant surgeon soon after. It 
is not, however, of his services as a medical officer, that I de- 
sire to speak. In his profession he has risen to the highest 
eminence, having the respect and confidence of the most 
distinguished personages of the country, including the Presi- 
dent of the United States, being at the present time attending 
physician for himself and family. Almost immediately after 
joining the military service Captain Wood was assigned to a 
command, organized to pursue and capture or destroy the band 
of renegade Apaches commanded by the noted chief and war- 
rior Geronimo, who had been terrorizing and devastating the 
southern portions of Arizona and New Mexico, and northern 
Sonora, Mexico. I had the honor to command this expedition, 
under the immediate direction of General Miles. Captain Wood, 
then an acting assistant surgeon, developed during this tedious 
and dangerous campaign (pronounced by the general com- 
mading, “the most remarkable in the history of the United 
States Army’), the strongest elements of soldierly instincts. 
When through exposure and fatigue the Infantry Battalion lost 
its last officer, Captain Wood volunteered to d it, in 
addition to his duties as a surgeon. In this duty Captain 
Wood distinguished himself most. His courage, endurance 
and example made success possible. I served through the 
War of the Rebellion and in many battles, but in no instance 
do Ir ber such ti to duty, or such an example 
of courage and perseverance. It was mainly due to Captain 
Wood’s loyalty and resolution that the expedition was suc- 
cessful. ‘This acknowledgment was made by the commanding 
officer in his official report of the campaign, was approved by 
the general commanding, and Captain Wood was awarded a 
medal of honor by Congress as a tribute to his services. Since 
then Captain Wood has been conspicuous for gallant and in- 
telligent faithful services. Now that a war seems imminent 
Captain Wood has determined to leave for the time his pro- 
fessional duties and take service with the fighting line, as a 
soldier proper, and it is in this connection that I desire to 
recommend him to you as a competent and valuable soldier 
with field experience. He will be a credit to his state in any 
capacity of soldierly duty; the higher the position to which he 
may be appointed, the greater will be his value. His connection 
with the Service has prevented him from associating himself 
with the organized militia of your state, but he is such a valu- 
able man that his state can ill afford to lose his services. 

I make my statement from personal knowledge of the man, 
both as an inspector and for a time in the field his command- 
ing officer.

In an endorsement upon a recommendation that a 
brevet be conferred upon “Capt. Leonard Wood, asst. 
surg.,” dated Feb. 5, 1895, Major Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
said: 

I now most earnestly renew the recommendation, calling 
especial attention to the letter of Colonel Lawton, which de- 
scribes one of the most laborious, persistent and heroic cam- 
paigns in which men were ever engaged, and the fact that 
Capt. Leonard Wood, assistant surgeon, vounteered to perform 
the extraordinary hazardous and dangerous service is creditable 
to him in the highest degree. For his gallantry on the 13th 
July in the surprise and capture of Geronimo’s camp, I recom- 
mend that he be brevetted for his services on that date. 

In a letter notifying Dr. Wood of the bestowal upon 
him of the medal of honor, dated March 29, 1898, R. A. 
Alger, Secretary of War, said: 

Throughout the campaign against the hostile Apaches in 
the summer of 1886, this officer, then assistant surgeon and 
serving as a medical officer with Captain Lawton’s expedition, 
rendered specially courageous and able services involving ex- 
treme peril and display of most conspicuous gallantry under 
conditions of great danger, hardship and privation. He vol- 
unteered to carry despatches through a: region infested with 
hostile Indians, making a journey of seventy miles in one night, 
and then egg | thirty miles on foot the next day. For 
several weeks, while in close pursuit of Geronimo’s band and 








constantly expecting an encounter, Assistant Surgeon Wood 
exercised the command of a detachment of Infantry to which 
he requested assignment and that was then without an officer. 





CHAMPLAIN 'TERCENTENARY. 

With the arrival at Bluff Point, N.Y., on July 6, of 
President Taft, Ambassador Jusserand, of France, Am- 
bassador Bryce, of Great Britain, Secretary of War Dick- 
inson, and Vice Admiral Uriu, of Japan, the celebration 
of the three hundredth anniversary of the discovery of 
Lake Champlain, which was confined the two previous 
days to New York and Vermont, took on an international 
interest. A run by train was made to the ruins of Fort 
Ticonderoga, now in process of restoration, and the 
President and Ambassadors wandered through the historic 
ruins. Some of the old cannon were in place and hun- 
dreds of rusty relics were on view. Some of these were 
reminders of the days of Indian conflicts, others were 
links of history leading back to the bloody fights of Mont- 
calm, Abercrombie and Amherst. Below the fort on the 
placid waters of the lake and set among a flotilla of mod- 
ern naval vessels of the smaller classes, was a reproduc- 
tion of Champlain’s little caraval the Don de Dieu, the 
gift of God. Addresses were made in the afternoon by 
President Taft and Ambassadors Jusserand and Bryce. 
Each ambassador expressed the hope that the three na- 
tions that had fought at Ticonderoga would never be at 
war again. The President spoke in a semi-jocular vein 
at times and also referred to the beauties of peace that 
is founded upon national honor. 

At the continuation of the tercentenary at Plattsburg, 
N.Y., on July 7, the chief exercises were held at the 
Plattsburg Barracks. At the evening parade the 5th U. 
S. Infantry, the 24th U.S. Infantry and a squadron of 
the 15th U.S. Cavalry represented the Regular Army of 
the United States, the 2d New York came from the Na- 
tional Guard of New York, while the Governor General’s 
Foot Guards and the 5th Royal Highlanders from Ottawa 
represented Canada. The band of the 5th U.S. Infantry 
played the “Star-Spangled Banner” at retreat. Senator 
Elihu Root delivered the chief oration of the day at the 
barracks, in which he traced the development of that 
strength which came from the popular force in the colo- 
nies and that eventually gave us an English-speaking 
rather than a French-speaking country. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Lemieux was the speaker for Canada, while Ambas- 
sadors Bryce and Jusserand also made addresses. In 
President Taft’s speech in the evening he said: “The 
United States is the most conservative nation in the 
world, as we have had the longest experience in self- 
government.” He thanked Canada for the heartiness of 
her participation in the ceremonies and for sending the 
splendid military bodies to dignify the parde. He com- 
mented on the spirit of amity which made possible the 
spectacle of the day when the troops of two great na- 
tions marched in parade under one commander, Col. Cal- 
vin D. Cowles, 5th U.S. Inf. Each day of the celebration 
has been a steady round of speechmaking, as the Presi- 
dent said, “from morn till dewy eve,” until the Presi- 
dent’s friends rejoiced that he had been hardening himself 
recently with many rounds of the golf links. Very happy 
were the remarks of M. Jusserand in comparing Mr. Taft 
with Champlain. “The spirit and all that was best in 
Champlain,” said the French Ambassador, “lives again in 
President Taft. And there is a people in a distant archi- 
pelago who know it and who for centuries will bless his 
name. 

Brig. Gen, S. P. Jocelyn, U.S.A., chief marshal of the 
military parade in Burlington, Vt., incident to the Cham- 
plain tercentenary celebration, appointed the following 
special aides: Capt. Charles T. Boyd, U.S.A.; Col. 
Horace J. Brookes, Col. F. E. Burgess, Col. Henry P. 
Butler, Capt. Leslie A. I. Chapman, U.S.A.; Col. Henry 
O. Clark, Grenville Clark, B. H. Bristow Draper, Henry 
G. Fuller, Lieut. George W. Grandy, V.N.G.; Col. Ed- 
ward Hatch, jr., Clarence Morgan, Col. Myron M. Par- 
ker, Capt. Claudius Poulaillon, Levi P. Smith, Col. Jas. 
H. Walling, William Seward Webb, jr., Frank R. Wells, 
Major Charles L. Woodbury. The organizations taking 
part in the parade included the 5th U.S. Infantry, 11th 
U.S. Cavalry, Governor General’s Foot Guards, Vermont 
Society of Colonial Wars, the Vermont Society Sons of 
the American Revolution, and the Vermont Commandery 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion, U.S., the Vermont 
veterans of the Spanish-American War leading the vet- 
erans of the War for the Union. The veteran column 
was headed by Comrade John W. Boutwell, junior vice- 
commander of Stannard Post No. 2, G.A.R., carrying an 
old national battle flag, and by Comrade George P. Mar- 
tin, carrying an old state battle flag, both of which were 
used during the war of 1861-65. There were also the 1st 
Infantry, Vermont National Guard, the Knights Templar 
and the Algonquin Indians. 
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TOLEDO MILITARY TOURNAMENT. 


One of the most important military tournaments ever 
held in the United States was opened at Bay View Park, 
Toledo, O., on July 5, to continue through July 10. Its 
chief purpose was not to amuse the people, but to educate 
them in the aims and purposes of the Army. Heretofore 
unfortunately the aim of such tournaments has been to 
make public education secondary to the objects of amuse- 
ment. But this was entirely an affair of the Regular 
Army. With the exception of the Coast Artillery every 
branch of the United States Army has been represented 
in the tournament. The site of the tournament was called 
Camp William H. Taft, in honor of the President, and 
was under the command of Major Gen. Frederick D. 
Grant, U.S.A., commanding the Department of the Lakes. 

The officers of the staff of the commanding general were 
Capt. Albert J. Bowley, 1st Field Art., A.G. and offi- 
cer in charge of the military events; Lieut. Benjamin F. 
Miller, 27th Inf., chief Q.M. and chief 0.0.; Capt Milfon 
A. Elliott, jr., Sub. Dept., chief commissary ; Major P. C. 
Fauntleroy, Med. Corps, chief surgeon and sanitary in- 
spector; Major Timothy D. Keleher, Pay Dept., chief 
paymaster; Capt. Peter C. Field, Med. Corps, sanitary 
officer. These troops took part: Headquarters, band and 
two battalions, 2d Infantry, from Fort Thomas, Ky.; 
headquarters, band and entire regiment, 10th Inf., from 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind.; band and six companies, 
27th Infantry; headquarters and 3d Squadron, 15th Cav- 
alry, and Battery F, 5th Field Artillery, from Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ill.; Co. L, 3d Battalion of Engineers, and Co. A, 
Signal Corps, and balloon detachments from Fort Leay- 
enworth, Kas.; Co. C, Hospital Corps, and detachment 
of cooks and bakers from Washington Barracks, D.C. 
The Machine and Gun Platoons of the 2d, 10th and 27th 
Infantry and 15th Cavalry will accompany their organi- 
zations, 

As told in our issue of June 19, page 1182, the tourna- 
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ment was the result of the public spiritedness of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Toledo which guaranteed the 
expenses of the tournament. The proceeds after these ex- 
penses are paid will be given to the Army Relief Society. 
Toledo being easy to reach from three states, the tourna- 
ment drew visitors from Ohio, Indiana and Michigan, 
states which have seen little, too little, of the Regular 
troops. The tournament would not have been held but 
for the approval of the proposal of the Chamber of Com- 
merce by General Grant. To him was assigned the duty 
by the War Department of looking the ground over and 
reporting on the feasibility of such a tournament. His 
quick eye at once detected the value of such a military 
show in educating the people, and he at once heartily 
approved the project. 

Beginning on Monday, July 5, two performances have 
been given daily, at 2:30 and 7 p.m., each lasting two 
hours. The arena in which these exhibitions took place 
is 300 by 600 feet and a grandstand and bleachers give a 
total seating capacity of 10, The admission charge 
was fifty gents. The program consisted of exhibition 
drills by the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Engi- 
neer Corps and Signal Corps. The latter corps also dem- 
onstrated the practicability of the military dirigible bal- 
loon, under direction of Lieut. R. S. Bamberger, 7th Cav. 
The machine gun platoon of each regiment gave exhibi- 
tions of going into action, firing their machine guns, re- 
packing the gun on the mules and going off the field. 
Throughout the drills the Hospital Corps demonstrated 
that branch of Army work, supposedly dead and wounded 
men being cared for on the spot. Each performance 
closed with a parade by one regiment of Infantry. Spe- 
cial excursions were made by all the railroads and throngs 
poured into the city from nearby places to enjoy the ex- 
hibitions by Uncle Sam’s boys in blue and khaki. On the 
Sunday before the opening of the tournament the bands 
of the 2d, 10th and 27th Infantry combined in a musical 
festival at the camp. , 

On the morning of Wednesday, July 7, all the mounted 
troops connected with the tournament gave a street pa- 
rade through the principal part of Toledo, the column 
starting at 8:30 a.m. and reaching the down-town district 
an hour later, The Infantry did not take part, as the 
long march would have unfitted the men for their work in 
the two exhibitions to be given later in the day. General 
Grant with his full staff was at the head of the line. The 
Toledo News-Bee had a clever cartoon on July 6, repre- 
senting Uncle Sam sitting beside Miss Toledo in grand- 
stand seats watching the soldiers perform, and exclaim- 
ing: “Yes, Miss, I’m mighty proud of ’em.” <A crowd, 
estimated at ten thousand, witnessed the opening of the 
tournament on the afternoon of July 5, and each perform- 
ance following brought out thousands of spectators. 

The band of the 27th Infantry had the honor of giving 
the concert which preceded the opening and followed the 
firing of a salute by the Field Artillery and the U.S. gun- 
boat Wolverine. It was difficult for the local- chroniclers 
to tell what part of the entertainment furnished the great- 
est amount of pleasure to the throngs, but all agreed that 
the complete and finished manner in which every organi- 
zation participating fulfilled its part was a_ revelation 
to the crowds of the degree of precision to which co-oper- 
ative work has been brought under Army discipline. The 
women were much interested in the field bakery and they 
seemed surprised at the completeness of all its appoint- 
ments. 

One of the pleasant social features of the tournament 
was the dinner given by the members of the Toledo Club 
in honor of General Grant. In his remarks the guest of 
the evening pleaded for a more generous attitude of the 
public toward the Army, and expressed the hope that 
affairs like the one planned for Toledo would tend to 
bring the Army and the people closer together. 

Major General Grant announced that the tournament 
in 1910 would be held in Chicago. 
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MANEUVERS AGAINST BOSTON. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., who returned from 
Massachusetts July 8, where he inspected sites for the 
maneuvers in August, has selected an area bounded by 
Boston on the north, New Bedford on the south, Ply- 
mouth on the east, and Taunton on the west. The ma- 
neuyers, which will be very instructive and interesting, 
will begin shortly after midnight on Aug. 14 and end at 
midnight, Aug. 21. 

It is presumed that Boston will be the objective point 
of the invading force. This force will land on the west 
shore of Buzzards Bay at ports including Fairhaven and 
Mattanoisett, and contact will probably be made about 
Lakeville. 

The defensive force will consist of the entire Massachu- 
setts Militia, with one of its regiments detailed to coast 
defense at Boston, and the remainder in the field under 
General Pew, forming a provisional division. 

The attacking force will consist of the District of Co- 
lumbia Militia, the 7th and 14th Regiments of Infantry, 
the 22d Regiment of Engineers, Squadron A, of New 
York, and the ist, 2d, 8d° and 6th Batteries, N.Y., and 
some troons from Connecticut. This force, it is ex- 
pected, will be under command of Brig. Gen. William 
W. Wotherspoon, U.S.A., while General Wood will act 
as a referee. The troops will be issued Army rations and 
will march equipped as lightly as possible, no heavy tent- 
age will be taken, but each man will carry his shelter 
tent half. 

The country selected for the maneuvers has a railroad 
and trolley line running through it, which will admit of 
easy transport of supplies, and the terrain is also a splen- 
did one for the conduct of maneuvers under war condi- 
tions as nearly as possible. It is expected that four 
troops of Regular Cavalry will also take part, and a large 
number of Regular officers will be present as observers 
and umpires. Blank cartridges will be issued the troops 
and special care will be taken to avoid possible fires, from 
the discharging of this ammunition. 

Col. F. T. Leigh, signal officer on the staff of Major 
Gen. Charles F. Roe, of New York, will be signal officer 
of the maneuvers. and Col. Guilford Hurry, also of the 
staff of General Roe, will be commissary officer.

‘Hat letters and hat numbers are not a part of a sol- 
dier’s equipment, as their issue has been discontinued. 


Housewives are not required as a part of the equipment, 

but their convenience makes their issue very desirable. 
There is no provision of law under which a post guard- 

house may be used as a place for confinement of members 








of the militia who may be convicted under state law of 
infractions of the military code of a state. 

During the playing of the “Star-Spangled Banner” th= 
sentinel stands at attention with the rifle at right shoul- 
der, and not at attention with the rifle at order. 

As the fee simple of land acquired by a state under 
Section 1661, Revised Statutes, as amended, for use as a 
rifle range is in the United States, it becomes subject to 
the statutes of the United States regulating the disposi- 
tion of public lands and the creation of estates therein, 
and the question of granting a private corporation a tem- 
porary or permanent lease for right of way through the 
land for the construction and maintenance of a street rail- 
way should be submitted, therefore, to the War Depart- 
ment for the action of Congress, or of the Secretary of 
War, as may be deemed necessary on the showing of the 
facts presented. 
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DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
The Commanding General, Department of the Lakes, 
recommends that the collective figure of merit of twelve 
companies of the 10th Infantry, and eight companies of 
the 2d Infantry, be obtained by firing fifty men of each 
organization instead of 85 per cent. of organization. He 


was informed that, although this would probably give a 
slight advantage to organizations concerned, still in view 
of the fact that this is the last year of collective fire, his 
request is approved, 

Question having arisen concerning the shipment of ice 
for officers of the Army on Government Bill of Lading, 
the Q.M.G. holds that ice purchased by officers for their 
personal use cannot be shipped at government expense; 
but if furnished by the Subsistence Department for sale 
to officers transportation can be authorized. It is decided 
that a decision circular be issued construing that para- 
graph 133, Subsistence Manual, authorizes supply of ice 
as an exceptional article. 

In reply to inquiry from the Adjutant General, state 
of California, it is held that paragraph 17, G.O. 69, W. 
D., 1909, which prescribes requirements as to amount of 
military duty, ete., does not debar from teams of the 
National Match those who are members of organizations 
mustered into the National Guard since the date of last 
National Match, provided that individuals concerned have 
performed at least 75 per cent. of military duty performed 
by their respective organizations since the date of muster 
into the Service—all concerned to be informed of this 
action. 

Paragraph 1233, Army Regulations (issue of towels), 
is amended so as to allow officers of Ordnance twelve 
towels per annum. 

The War Department has found a case where an offi- 
cer has used electric light in excess of the allowance 
for that purpose and the decision has been made that the 
excess should be stopped out of the officer’s pay. 

The scarcity of horses in the Philippines and the wide- 
spread desire on the part of the people there to de- 
velop a breed of horses that will withstand the cli- 
matic conditions has led to the request by the director 
of the Bureau of Science of Manila that all Army horses 
that have been condemned and are to be destroyed be 
given to the bureau for scientific purposes. As no horses 
of any kind may be returned to the United States the 
War Department has no alternative, when a horse is 
unfit for service in the Army, but to condemn it and 
turn it over for sale or to be shot. Major Gen. William 
P. Duvall, commanding the Philippines Division, in 
view of the scientific value of such animals to the Bu- 
reau of Science, has recommended that the request of 
the director be complied with, and the War Department 
has this week consented to the arrangement, with the 
condition that all horses that are too far gone to be of 
any use for any purpose should be killed to put them 
out of their sufferings. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


A civilian clerk of the Quartermaster’s Department 
was issued a requisition for one double berth in standard 
sleeper from San Francisco to Washington, D.C. Instead 
of the accommodations called for in the order and for 
which the Pullman Company make a regular charge of 
$18, the clerk secured, at a price one dollar less, a section 


(two berths) in a tourist car. The Comptroller decides 
that as the allowances authorized in regulations are on a 
space basis, and persons entitled at public expense to a 
double berth in a sleeping car are not authorized to secure 
from the transportation companies, in lieu thereof, excess 
space of a lower class, although no additional cost is in- 
volved, it follows that if an employee to whom a request 
for a berth in a standard sleeper has been issued chooses 
to accept in lieu thereof a berth in a tourist sleeper, the 
government is only bound to pay for the berth so fur- 
nished; and for any accommodation in excess of the one 
berth authorized by regulations, the Pullman Company 
must look to the passenger and not to the United States 
for payment. In short, one-half only of the $17 charge 
for two berths in tourist car should be borne by the 
United States. 

The Auditor disallowed the payments aggregating $600 
made to Brig. Gen. G. H. Harries, .N.G. from Aug. 
30 to Sept. 11, 1908, and from Sept. 18 to Oct. 10, 1908, 
for services at Coast Artillery practice at Fort Monroe, 
on the ground that no evidence was furnished showing 
that a camp of instruction or rifle practice was estab- 
lished at Fort Monroe, such as would justify such pay- 
ments. Two orders issued by General Harries directing 
that he proceed to Fort Monroe for duty in connection with 
the Heavy Artillery practice and general instruction are 
brought forward, but the A.G.O., Washington, has no 
record of any camp or joint maneuvers at that time. The 
Comptroller decides that the evidence shows that General 
Harries was an observer of the Coast Artillery practice 
conducted by the Regular Army rather than a participant 
therein, and that he is not entitled to the pay of his 
grade, the disallowance being affirm 

In the case submitted by H. H. Balthis, U.S.N., it is 
decided that a ship’s tailor is entitled to his extra pay 
while absent on leave, provided no one else is detailed to 
perform his duties in his absence. 

Th Act of May 11, 1908, provided a gratuity of six 
months pay for the beneficiary of an officer or enlisted 
man dying “from wounds or disease contracted in line of 
duty.” The Act of March 3, 1909, substituted for the 
words italicized the words “not the result of his own mis- 
conduct.” In the case of an officer dying after the pas- 
sage of the first act and previous to the passage of the 
second act, from disease not contracted in the line of 
pi is held that his beneficiary is not entitled to the 
award. 

Major G. G. Bailey, U.S.A., and Capt. K. T. Hampton, 
U.S.A., transported no horses when they changed station, 
but subsequently purchased horses and were allowed the 





cost of transportation not in excess of the amount which 
would have been required for their transportation from 
the old station to the new The Auditor disallowed these 
payments and the Assistant Comptroller affirms his de- 
cision, holding that the Q.M. General was wrong in his 
conclusion “that an officer who has once changed station 
may at any time thereafter purchase a horse and have it 
brought to him at the expense of the government, pre- 
vided the cost is not greater than for his transportation 
from his last station to his present one.” 

The Auditor disallowed a payment of $325 to’ R. J. 
Little, pay clerk, on the ground that his appointment, not 
having been made through the Civil Service Commission, 
was illegal. The Comptroller holds, on the contrary, that 
the position being one authorized by law, and the services 
of the pay clerk having been received and accepted by the 
government, he was “entitled to the compensation allowed 
by law for such position.” 

Ensign W. P. Caddie, U.S.N., was temporarily absent 
from his ship under orders which took him ashore, and 
the Comptroller refuses to allow him sea pay while thus 
absent, as the provision for ten per cent. extra pay “is 
distinctly limited to officers on sea duty and ‘while so 
serving.’ ” 

In the case of Paymaster Clerk P, A. Caro, U.S.N.. it 
is held that he was not entitled to pay while availing hiim- 
self of his right to a month’s leave during the year, as 
“the pay of a paymaster’s clerk is dependent upon his 
performing duty, or at least holding himself in readiness 
to do so.” 

It is decided that the Navy Department has no an- 
thority to issue a regulation, asked for by the Command- 
ant of the Marine Corps, which would allow payment for 
traveling expenses without first securing the approval of 
the Secretary. The law requires that each claim for trav- 
— expenses must be “approved by the Secretary of the 

avy.” 

It is decided that the appropriation “Armor and Arma- 
ment” under “Increase of the Navy” can be used only for 
such gun sights as are intended for vessels under con- 
struction. The purchase of other gun sights comes under 
the appropriation for “ordnance and ordnance stores.” 

The Auditor refused to allow Major Lloyd M. Brett, 
1st Cav., $115.45, due him for cadet service under the 
Mills decision, because there was a charge against him of 
the larger sum of $260.27 for ‘“‘an erroneous payment of 
pay for exercise of higher command.” The Assistant 
Comptroller affirms this decision, but suggests that the 
Auditor make a credit and debit statement of the account 
in connection with his settlement of the unsettled claim 
ey — pay prior to the passage of the Act of Feb. 


ATLANTIC FLEET MANEUVERS. 


The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, under Rear Admiral 
Seaton Schroeder, while at or near Boston Navy Yard, 
July 4, were visited by hundreds of persons. The num- 
ber of persons visiting the warships through the yard 
necessarily was limited, because there is no admission to 
the yard on Sunday and holidays, except by permit from 
certain officers, and this served to keep down the number, 
But a great many boarded the vessels from the water 
front. The feature about the squadron which attracted 
particular attention was the new woven steel mast which 
has been installed on most of them. These masts were 
inspected with interest by everyone. The ships were in 
full view of the ferries, and many viewed them from the 
ferryboats and from launches who didn’t care to board 
them. The vessels arrived off Rockport, Me., the rendez- 
vous on July 7, four from Boston and nine from else- 
where, and then proceeded to sea for maneuvers. The 
vessels are due at Provincetown. Mass., July 10, when 
other vessels will join the fleet. These include the 
Missouri, the Ohio, the Virginia and the Mississippi, 
making in all seventeen vessels of the first class. To 
these will be added a dozen torpedoboats and destroyers, 
a flotilla of submarines, scout cruisers and auxiliaries, 
composing the most formidable naval fighting force ever 
assembled in American wgters. As the vessels left Rock- 
port for sea, thousands of people gathered on the rocks 
at Cape Ann to view the impressive scene. 

The vessels now assembled under Rear Admiral Schroe- 
der, or en route to join his command at this writing includ- 
ed the battleships Connecticut (flagship), Captain Cowles; 
Kansas, Captain Badger; Vermont, Captain Wletcher; 
Louisiana, Captain Chambers; Minnesota (flagship of sec- 
ond division), Captain Osterhaus; Mississippi, Captain 
Fremont; New Hampshire, Captain Winslow; Georgia 
(flagship of Rear Admiral Wainwright), Captain Potts: 
Nebraska, Captain Newton;, New Jersey, Captain Coff- 
man, Rhode Island Captain Griffin; Virginia (flagship of 
Captain Comly, commanding the fourth division), Captain 
Sharp; Ohio, Captain Boush; Missouri, Captain Doyle: 
Wisconsin, Captain Beatty; and Maine, Captain Caper- 
ton. Then there is the tender Yankton, Lieutenant Com- 
mander McVay; the Dixie (parent ship of the torpedo 
flotilla), Captain George. The vessels of the torpedo flo- 
tilla, under Lieut. Comdr. Frederic N. Freeman, are the 
Worden (destroyer), Lieutenant Commander Freeman; 
Blakely (torpedoboat), Ensign Walker; De Long (tor- 
pedoboat), Lieutenant Sadler; Shubrick (torpedoboat), 
Ensign Wright; MacDonough (destroyer), Lieutenant 
Mitchell; Wilkes (torpedoboat), Ensign Pegram; Thorn- 
ton (tornedoboat), Lieutenant Blakely; Tingey (torpedo- 
boat), Ensign Nixon. Stockton (torpedoboat), Lieuten- 
ant Richardson: Porter (torpedoboat). Lieutenant Stark; 
Dupont (torpedoboat), Lieuteneant Halsey, jr.; Biddle 
(torpedcboat), Ensign Woodward. 

The naval reserves of Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut and the District of Columbia will 
perform their tour of duty which has been arranged un- 
der the direction of Comdr. Charles C. Marsh, U.S.N., 
chief of the bureau of naval militia, U.S.N., off Province- 
town, Mass. From July 26 to July 31, inclusive, the offi- 
cers and men of the naval militia will work with the Reg- 
ular officers and men. 

The scout cruisers Salem, Birmingham and Chester will 
all have to be docked and cleaned in consequence of their 
cruise to Africa. The Birmingham and Chester sailed 
from Newport July 7, the former for the Boston yard 
and the latter for the New York yard. The Salem is also 
at the Boston yard. One of the interesting incidents of 
the cruise to Africa was the discovery that a new species 
of barnacle common to those waters had fastened itself 
on the propeller blades in great numbers. The specimens 
collected from the Salem at Dakar and forwarded to the 
Navy Department are very pretty pink and white shells, 
a little over half an inch Jong, striated and blotched 
with pink. These barnacles attached themselves to the 
propeller blades, which were not painted, but it will be 
necessary to clean the entire bottom of each ship after 
their several months’ service. 

retary of the Navy Meyer is undecided as to 
whether he will make the effort to spend some time on 
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the Atlantic Fleet and witness the grand maneuvers 
that are to form the work of the next few weeks. He 
is planning to go to the Canadian woods for a term 
and he may not be able to make his desire to be with 
the fieet dovetail into the plans already made for the 
summer.

The British government will send the cruiser Bedford 
and the sloops Algerine and Shearwater to participate 
in San Francisco’s festival next October. 

The Hector, the last of three colliers built for the 
United States government by the Maryland Steel Com- 
pany, was launched on July 3 at Sparrows Point, Md. 
The sponsor for the Hector was Miss Virginia Webster, 
of New York. The Hector is a sister ship of the Vulcan 
and the Mars, both of which were launched some time ago 
and are now at the yards receiving the finishing touches 
before being delivered to the government. The dimen- 
sions of the ships are: Length over all, 403 feet; 53 
feet beam and 32.6 feet deep. They will have a carrying 
capacity of 75,000 tons, and the contract requires that 
they develop a speed of twelve knots. 

The reproduction of Hendrik Hudson’s vessel the Half 
Moon was successfully placed on the Holland-American 
line Soestdyk at Rotterdam, July 8, and the steamer 
leaves for New York July 10. 

Sailors from the U.S.S. Maine who were on shore leave 
in Gloucester, Mass., July 6. gave valuable assistance to 
the local department in fighting a dangerous fire that 
started in a large furniture store in the business district. 
Some 200 of the shore-leave men appeared upon the 
scene, their offer of assistance in protecting endangered 
property was accepted, and the damage was confined prac- 
tically to the one business block,

So much has been said of the 25th U.S. Infantry recently, 
that perhaps this will be interesting from their far-away post 
in the Philippines. 

The new commander of the Philippines Division, Major 
Gen. William P. Duvall, arrived in Parang, the post of the 
25th Infantry, Sunday, May 16, 1:55 p.m., on board the 
Sabah, the boat of the department commander, on his first 
tour of inspection since his arrival in the islands. General 
Duvall was accompanied by members of his staff: Capt. R.

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THE NAVAL AOADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., July 7, 1909. 

To make the quarters of the Government Hospital, lo- 
cated opposite the Naval Academy grounds, more commodi- 
ous and convenient, a number of improvements are now in 
contemplation and bids for the work have already been asked 
by the Navy Department. The principal item will be the 
erection of an attractive and modern dwelling to be occu- 
pied by the presiding medical officer of the hospital. Two 
other dwellings will be built for the junior medical officers, 
attractive quarters for the trained nurses, recently assigned 
to duty there, and a stable for the horses of the ambulance. 
There are now under construction two wings and a sun par- 
lor, added to the main hospital structure. The hospital here 
is conceded to be one of the finest the government has erected. 

The order of the Navy Department affecting a large num- 
ber of workmen employed at the Naval Academy went into 
effect on July 1, and more than 100 mechanics and laborers, 
principally the latter, have been laid off. This is the result 
of the bill carrying additional appropriations for Naval 
Academy work having failed of passage by Congress. There 
was no other alternative than to lay the workmen off. A 
number of government inspectors were also affected by the 
order, but the government assigned most of them to work 
elsewhere.

FORT RILEY. 
Fort Riley, Kas., July 5, 1909. 

Contract for the construction of a four-set officers’ quar- 
ters has been awarded to ©. C. Stevens, of Junction City, 
at a cost of $24,000. This building, unlike any heretofore 
built at this post, will have accommodations for two mar- 
ried officers on the main floor and for two on the second 
floor. The Quartermaster General has authorized the award 
of contract for construction of an exchange and gymnasium 
in the Artillery post to Ziegler Brothers, of Junction City. 

The Mounted Service School defeated Junction City Tues- 
day in a fast polo game by a score of 8 to 3. 

Trains in three sections, with horses of the 12th Cavalry 


and one squadron of the 12th Cavalry, passed through the 
post Wednesday en route to the Philippines. The horses 
were detrained at Junction City for recreation. The Tth 
Cavalry band participated in the Fourth of July celebration 
at Herrington, Kas., July 3 and 4. 

Since the commandant of the Mounted Service School re- 
ceived authority from the War Department to organize a 
school detachment, over seventy men have been transferred 
to the school detachment, which when completely organized 
will aggregate over 200 men. 

The polo tournament at the post began to-day. It will last 
all week, and many good games are assured. Several hand- 
some team and individual prizes will be given. The initial 
game, which started to-day, is between the Mounted Service 
School and the Kansas City Country Club. Chicago is also 
represented. Capt. N. K. Averill, 7th Cav., a great polo en- 
thusiast, is in charge of the arrangements for the tournament. 

The indoor graduating ride of the Mounted Service School, 
class for the term from Oct. 1, 1908, to July 15, 1909, was held 
Friday in the large new riding hall of the Mounted Service 
School. The first class in the hall comprised a division of 
young western horses purchased in 1908. These animals 
were first sent to the school remount farm, but nothing was 
done with them until May 1 of this year. A double result 
is achieved with these animals. The officer learns the meth- 
ods of handling a green colt and the horse receives innstruc- 
tion at the best possible time, when his trainer is having the 
most experience. Twelve or fifteen officers appeared in this 
class and demonstrated the methods which had been employed 
in training these western horses. Lieut. Nelson E. Mar- 
getts, Ist F.A., appeared next, riding a trained backer, which, 
at signals, performed feats of jumping and kicking. The 
third division was composed of Missouri and Kentucky horses 
bought in 1907. The breaking class rode them last term, 
and since November, 1908, the present class has had them. 
The training of these horses has been along lines adapted to 
military purposes only. As seen from the large galleries in 
either end of the immense hall, probably the largest.in the 
world, the appearance of the class in different formations 
was most spectacular. Under the direction of Capt. W. 
Short, senior instructor in equitation, mounted upon a su- 
gperb thoroughbred which has captured many prizes, the class 
of officers showed every gait to the mounts, riding along the 
sides and diagonally across the hall at different commands, 
double track, changing gaits, etc., every movement made, 
every gait changed and every action gone through, being con- 
trolled by a slight pressure of the rein or movement of the 
mounted officer. Captain Short next rode the famous French 
‘*Sauteur,’’ which he trained according to the methods of the 
Cavalry School at Saumur, France, from which place he has 
but recently returned. This horse usually is spread-lined be- 
tween two padded posts, but on this occasion was ridden at 
liberty by Captain Short, who made him execute some very 
difficult jumps and kicks, which would tend to unseat the 
rider. ‘‘Sauteur’’ was ridden under a French saddle. He 
is probably as fine a specimen of horseflesh as has ever been 
seen here and is a very valuable animal. In the fifth division 
were a number of young horses that were made to jump 
hurdles and perform various other feats.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 

On another page in this issue we give some interesting 
official facts concerning the coming maneuvers near Boston.

Apropos of the action of Lieut. Tom P. Dilkes, of the 
9th N.Y., in preferring charges against Col. W. F. Morris, 
it is interesting to note at this time the comments of Col. 
W. W. Ladd, Judge Advocate, in December last, in review- 
ing the case of Lieutenant Dilkes, who was found guilty by 
a G.C.M. of conduct to the prejudice, etc., and of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and gentleman. Colonel Ladd said, in 
part: ‘‘Not only did the court find that the accused aban- 
doned his guard and left the camp without permission, but 
they did this against his sworn testimony to the contrary, 
and as a result he stands convicted of having added false 
Swearing to his other offense. The fact that the accused had 
been but a year in the Service was strongly pressed by his 
counsel as an excuse for his behavior. Lack of experience 
may go far to mitigate technica] violations of duty or minor 
offenses, but it is increditibls that the accused, a man of 
thirty-four years of age, did not know that his duty re- 
quired him to remain in camp during the period that he 
was acting as officer of the day and had command of the 
guard, It did not require technical knowledge nor long mili- 
tary experience to grasp that fact. It was patent to even 
the simplest intelligence. For such an offense neither a 
fine of $50 nor a reprimand, nor both combined, is an ade- 
quate punishment. A reprimand is a mild punishment, suitable 
for light offenses (1 Winthrop M.L. 632), and the imposi- 
tion on a commissioned officer of a fine as punishment for a 
serious offense has been recently disapproved of in this state 
(G.O. 15, A.G.O., 1907). The utter inadequateness of these 
punishments is emphasized and intensified when it is con- 
sidered that they were awarded not alone for the offense 
just referred to, of abandoning his guard without leave, but 
for a conviction of ‘conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman,’ and further, that the conviction of the first offense 
placed the accused in the position of having deliberately 
testified falsely on a material matter. I recommend that the 
proceedings and findings be approved and the sentence receive 
a technical approval, so that the accused may receive some 
slight measure of punishment for the grave offenses of which 
he was convicted.’’ 

Lieut. Col. Frank H. Norton, of the 23d N.Y., will be 
elected to the coloneley Monday night, July 12, vice Col. 
W. A. Stokes, retired, at his own request. The election 
will be unanimous. The Lieutenant Colonel has always been 
extremely popular among the officers and men of the 23d 
Regiment, and his unanimous nomination by acclamation on 
July 6 has established a precedent in the organization. Usual- 
ly a nominating committee is appointed and the field of pos- 
sibilities formally canvassed; but in Colonel Norton’s case 
the rule was suspended and his name shouted out in .unison 
by all present. Colonel Norton, who first joined the regi- 
ment in 1885 as a private, has served in successive grades 
and is engaged in the steamship transportation business be- 
tween New York and South American ports. His firm is 
Thomas Norton and Company, and was established in 1865 
by his father, who died in 1893. 

Co. F, 7th N.Y., will have an outing to Travers Island on 
the afternoon of July 17 and will enjoy a row, swim and 
dinner at the N.Y.A.C. 

The C.O. of each company of Infantry, Troop A, 1st Cavalry 
and Battery A, 1st Regiment Field Artillery, Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard, is authorized to appoint an armorer to assist 
in the proper care of military property in his possession, 
An allowance of $25 per month will be made for the pay: 
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ment of each armorer. Armorers are to care for all prop- 
erty of the company, assist company commanders in preparing 
requisitions and returns, perform the usual duties of janitor 
and assist the company commander in every reasonable way. 

The charges of oppression made against Colonel Morris, of 
the 9th N.Y., by Lieut. Tom P. Dilkes, are in the hands of 
Major General Roe, who will duly forward them to the Gov- 
ernor. Colonel Morris, who has prepared charges against 
Lieutenant Dilkes, has decided not to send them forward 
until the papers sent in by Lieutenant Dilkes are acted upon. 

The annual shooting competitions of the lst Brigade, N.G. 
Pa., for company teams and teams from the Cavalry troops 
for the Dolan Trophy, was shot at the lst Regiment range, 
near Essington, July 3, with the wind blowing a gale, and 
twenty-four teams were in the shoot. Co. H, of the 3d Regi- 
ment (High School), with a total score of 151, won the 
match. Troop A won second place, with a score of 144 
points, and Co. I, 8d Regiment, third place, with 139 points. 
Together with the bronze trophy which was awarded Co. E, 
each member of the winning team received a gold collar 
badge and the second and third teams each received silver 
and bronze badges. In the course of the match it was dis- 
covered that Sergt. Albin Krebs, of Co. D, 3d Regiment, who 
was the coach of his company team, had substituted an- 
other man at the 500-yard range to shoot for a private who 
had made a poor score at the short range, but after the 
tiring had subsided Major Goddard ruled out the eighteen 
points that had been scored by the substitute, and instead of 
getting sixth place, as the team was entitled to, it lost eigh- 
teen points and received fifteenth place instead. 

The following opinion of Judge Advocate Ladd, on the staff 
of Major General Roe, commanding the National Guard of 
New York, is announced: 

The C.O., 10th Regiment Infantry, states that one of the 
captains commanding a company in his organization had 
tendered his resignation and he requests that a first lieutenant 
of the Medical Corps be assigned to his regiment for service 
in the line, it being desired to detail him to the command of 
the company whose C.O. has resigned. It is provided by 
R. 49, that: ‘‘Staff officers shall not assume the command of 
troops unless placed in such command by authority of the 
Governor; but all staff officers exercise at all time command 
in their respective offices, and by virtue of their commissions 
they have the same authority over enlisted men as is possessed 
by line officers. Chaplains exercise no command.’’ This sec- 
tion, which is the only one at all pertinent to the inquiry 
now presented, does not assume to determine what staff offi- 
eers are and what are not eligible for detail to line officers’ 
commands. That is left an open question. The case is, 
therefore, one for the application of the rule laid down in 
M.L. 256, that ‘‘all matters relating to the organization, dis- 
cipline and government of the National Guard and Naval 
Militia, not otherwise provided for in this Chapter or in the 
General Regulations shall be decided by the custom and 
usage of the U.S. Army or Navy, respectively.’’ The Regula- 
tions now in force for the government of the U.S. Army con- 
tain the following provisions: Section 13. ‘‘Command is ex- 
ercised by virtue of office and the special assignment of offi- 
cers holding military rank who are eligible by law to exer- 
cise command.’’ Section 18. ‘‘An officer of Engineers not on 
duty with Engineer troops, or of Ordnance, or of the Adju- 
tant General's, Inspector General’s, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s, Quartermaster’s or Subsistence Department or Signal 
Corps, or of the line, detailed to fill a vacancy in these staff 
departments or corps though eligible to command according to 
his rank shall not assume the command of troops unless put on 
duty under orders, which specially so direct by authority of 
the President.’’ Section 19. ‘‘An officer of the Pay or Medical 
Department cannot exercise command, except in his own de- 
partment; but any staff officer by virtue of his commission 
may command all enlisted men like other commissioned offi- 
cers.’’ The detail now asked for is not authorized by these 
sections and the application should, therefore, be denied. 

Adjutant General Nelson H. Henry, of New York, an- 
nounces the following, relative to the payment of refund to 
Volunteers of the Spanish-American War, who are now de- 
ceased. This refund is for enlisted men of the National 
Guard present at camp of rendezvous, Camp Black, Long Isl- 
and, and Camp Townsend, Peekskill, who volunteered under 
call of the President, dated April 23, 1898, and were subse- 
quently mustered into the United States Service during the 
month of May, 1898, in the following organizations: 1st, 24, 
3d, 8th, 9th, 12th, 14th, 22d, 47th, 65th, 69th, 71st Regi- 
ments of Infantry, New York Volunteers, and Troops A and 
C, Cavalry, New York Volunteers. The amount due is the 
sum deducted by the state on the pay roll of the organization 
for the period between enrolment and muster, and equals 
the United States pay of the grade in which soldier was 
mustered into the United States Service for the number of 
days served. A mode of procedure for the legal representatives 
entitled to the amounts due deceased soldiers has been adopt- 
ed, whereby these amounts can be paid without the expense 
of a surrogate’s court. Voucher blanks covering this refund 
will be furnished claimants upon application to The Adju- 
tant General, state of New York, P.O. Box No. 3, Capitol 
Post-office, Albany, N.Y. 

Companies F and M, 71st N.Y., had a very enjoyable camp 
experience at Briarcliff, N.Y., over July 4. There was ex- 
tended order drill, evening parade and other exercises, and 
many visitors went to the camp. A number of members from 
Company L encamped over on the Palisades, opposite River- 
dale, and had an enjoyable outing. Second Lieutenant Bellah, 
recently elected, is quite ill. 

Gen. E. A. McAlpin, president of the 71st N.Y. Veteran 
Association, has invited the veterans to a sail on his yacht, 
Sentinel, on July 21, as far as Green Gables, Pleasure Bay, 
Long Branch, N.J. At the latter place a Rhode Island clam- 
bake will be enjoyed. 

A meeting of the officers of the various departments of 
the Massachusetts Militia was held at the statehouse at 
Boston, Mass., July 3, to have a consultation on the plans 
for the coming maneuvers next month. Those present were 
Brig. Gen. William H. Brigham, adjutant general; Brig. Gen. 
William A. Pew, 2d Brigade; Brig. Gen. James G. White, 
commissary general; Brig. Gen. William B. Emery, quarter- 
master general; Brig. Gen. Charles C. Foster, surgeon general; 
Major A. Preston Chase, commissary department; Major Mor- 
ton E. Cobb, adjutant general, 2d Brigade, and Capt. Robert 
Cc. Davis, 17th Inf., U.S.V., detailed with the Massachusetts 
troops. ‘‘The principal matter discussed,’’ says the Boston 


Transcript, ‘‘was to ascertain what conditions these depart- 
ments are in and what is needed to put them in condition 
to meet the emergency when General Wotherspoon makes his 
attack on the Bay state in August. It is well known that 
the plans formulated for this attack by Gen. Leonard Wood, 
and which will be carried out by General Wotherspoon and 
Brigadier General Pew, the latter being in command of the 
defense, must not be divulged to any officer until Aug. 14, 
not even to those who were present at the meeting; conse- 
quently, the latter will have their hands full when they re- 
ceive the orders to move the troops and supply them with ra- 
tions at whatever place they may be ordered.

a surprise.’’ 

A new company has been mustered into the 65th N.Y., to 
be known as K, making the regiment a ten-company organiza- 
tion. 

Major Charles E. Lydecker, 7th N.G.N.Y., who has re- 
signed from the command much to the regret of Colonel Ap- 
pleton and other officers of the regiment, after more than 
thirty-five years of faithful and efficient service, joined the 
organization as a private in Co. H, April 13, 1874. He was 
one of the regiment’s most loyal and enthusiastic members, 
and rendered .it great service in many ways. During his long 
military service, he has served on a number of important 
details, and was prominent in the affairs of the National 
Guard Association. Major Lydecker on April 13, 1900, re- 
ceived the brevet of major for meritorious service of more 
than twenty-five years. He was promoted corporal in 1881, 
and first sergeant in 1882, second lieutenant in 1884, and 
captain in 1888. He was elected major in April, 1901. 
The names of several officers are mentioned as candidates for 
the vacancy.

I expect to be elected 
first lieutenant in my company in the course of a few weeks. 
If I have to be examined physically on the latter occasion 
what will such examination consist of? Answer: Practically 
the same examination as upon enlistment.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The modern type of conning tower now fitted on Jarge 
ships may prove very inconvenient in action, says the 
London Engineer. In the older forms the main portion 
of the tower was of oval form in plan, and possessed a 
gap on the after side about 18 inches wide, forming the 
door, and which was screened by an armored wall sep- 
arate from the tower itself. Ingress was therefore simple, 
In the new ships there is no such gap; experience in the 
Japanese war proved its danger, and the roof of the tower, 
now round in plan, is riveted on to the upper edge of 
the armor. The entrance is through a hole in the roof 
leading into the chart-house on the bridge, and this might 
easily be blocked by débris. The sight-holes are now very 
small and narrow. In the Tsarevitch it was noticed that 
the edge of the saucer-shaped roof was some ten inches 
above the armor wall, admitting of a fine view and the 
easy entrance of a shell. In fact, says the Engineer, “it 
was in her conning tower, and due to this excessive depth 
of sight-hole, that the Russian Admiral and all his staff 
were killed in the battle of Aug. 10, 1904. This defect 
is shared by many of the vessels in the French navy.” 

The French infantry are to be trained in the use of 
hand grenades, The present grenade is a hollow cast-iron 
shell, 3 in. diameter, weighing 2 lbs. empty, 2 1-2 lbs. 
full. It contains a powder charge, and a quickmatch 
which lights a slow combustion composition, which burns 
for five seconds. The grenade is thrown by hand and the 
quickmatch lighted by means of a friction tube, the igniter 
of which is pulled by a hook attached to a leather wristlet 
worn by the man. The distance to which it can be thrown 
is twenty yards. 

The stature of the British soldier has been steadily 
declining for years, points out a Canadian authority, who 
says: “Half a century ago the minimum standard of 
height for British infantry was 5 feet 6 inches. During 
the ensuing quarter of a century that standard was re- 
duced to 5 feet 3 inches: and during the Boer war it was 
further reduced to 5 feet 2 inches, and before the end of 
that war it was reduced to 5 feet. During the Boer war the 
average British soldier was 2 inches shorter, one inch less 
in chest girth, and 15 pounds lighter than the average 
British soldier in the Crimean war.” The cause as- 
signed to this decline is that the majority of the’ recruits 
are town-bred. 

Three practical advances have been made in methods of 
searching for wounded and picking them up, which are 
absolutely new in France. They are the hospital corps 
dog, the calling whistle. and the special lamp for night 
search. Germany, Austria and Sweden possess this kind 
of dog. In the Russo-Japanese War three dogs, belong- 
ing to the German Sanitary Dog Club, found twenty-five 
totally abandoned wounded soldiers after the battle of 
Shaho. Remarkable results were obtained on the maneu-

wounded with dogs. Soldiers were hidden in_ thicket, 
underbrush, swamps, ete., and Nellie was sent to find 
them. ‘This she did successfully, finding them where hu- 
man sight alone would have passed them by. She took 
possession of an article of equipment, generally the forage 
cap, and brought it to her master, whom she led, being 
put in leash, in the direction of the ‘‘wounded” man. <A 
noteworthy difference between Nellie’s training and that 
of the German dog lies in the fact that the German dog 
is taught to bark when he discovers a wounded man and 
to stay there barking, but this feature is held to be less 
successful than to have the dog report to its master, be- 
cause the barking cannot be heard at great distances, the 
direction may be mistaken, and it is especially difficult 
to be guided by barking at night. Nellie worked as well 
at night as in day. Surgeon Major Matignon-has devised 
a whistle, so that when a man is wounded its shrill blast 
can be heard for several hundred meters and the litter- 
hearers can thus be attracted. Surgeon Berthier has 
invented a lamp for night search for the wounded, which 
is thought to solve the problem of seeing without being 
seen, By the disassociation of the two elements of 
focused light the Behthier provides an illumination that 
cannot be seen beyond a few meters, while, if necessary, 
the light can be seen for a distance of three kilometers. 
Acetylene is the illuminating agent. Capt. Robert M. 
Thornburgh, Med. Corps, U.S.A., has translated the paper 
from which we have culled these facts and which appears 
in the Military Surgeon. 

The British Admiralty are considering the feasibility 
of an anti-torpedo device, invented by a London dentist, 
and by the use of which he claims that it would be im- 
possible for a torpedo to reach the side of a battleship. 
The appliance consists of a shield of steel plates which 
runs almost the whole length of each side of the vessel 
beneath the water level. When not in action these 
shields fit close to the sides of the battleship, but to resist 
a torpedo aitack they are extended from each side of the 
vessel to a distance which leaves a sufficient space, or 


“cushion,” of water, between the shield and the ship’s 
side, to cause a torpedo to explode harmlessly when 
brought into contact with the outer surface of the ex- 
tended steel defense. 

The French Council of Marine has proposed striking 
at least 150 vessels off the list of the navy, which cost 
the government nearly $5,000,000 annually. Of the 
eighteen first-class battleships, so classified at the be- 
ginning of 1907, only seven possess anything like their 
full fighting efficiency. Those of the Bouvet and St. 
Louis class and the Brennus, twenty years old, are 
counted “only to make up the number.” Of the nine 
second-class vessels on the navy list five are devoted to 
the uses of barracks and schools. Then there are seven 
armored cruisers, which are insufficiently armed, while 
all the ships of the duplex type are out of date. Among 
the second-class cruisers only five out of the twenty-seven 
are worthy to be retained in the service, while the others 
may be used as schoolships. All the boats classed as 
coast guard are not worth their upkeep. Among the 
torpedo destroyers only twelve satisfy modern require- 
ments, and 35 out of 201 torpedoboats are ready for the 
scrapheap. 

A recent invention by a German seeks to provide a 
landing place for aerocraft, but more particularly dirig- 
ibles. The contrivance consists of a framework of lattice 
construction, having its top portion the shape of a wedge 
or V-shaped groove, in which are arranged a number of 
powerful electro-magnets. These can be excited to a 
more or less degree as necessary to attract the steel 
cable of the airship to accomplish its mooring. The 
structure may be adjusted to meet the direction of the 
wind, and it also contains accommodation for gas tanks, 
from which balloons may be emptied or filled, while lifts 
are also included for the conveyance of passengers, etc., 
from the top of the landing stage to the ground. 

The University of Paris announces donations of $240,- 
000 for aeronautical study, $140,000 of the amount being 
the gift of a Greek resident of Paris, for the foundation 
of a Chair of Aviation. 

Officers in the garrisons of Berlin, Potsdam and other 
places in the neighborhood of the German capital have 
received instructions which are said to have come direct 
from the Kaiser to limit as much as possible their wear- 
ing of civilian clothes. The Kaiser, it is said, does not 
approve of the growing tendency, especially among offi- 
cers of the Guard, to appear off duty in mufti, and ad- 
vice little short of a command has been issued to this 
corps not to come to Berlin in any other dress than the 
“Kaiser’s coat.” <A few years ago no officer dare appear 
ungloved on the streets of Berlin, or ride in a tramcar, 
or visit a beer restaurant, or smoke in the Unter den 
Linden. 

General Piequart, Minister of War, presiding at a re- 
cent féte of the Union of French Rifle Clubs, pointed out 
the utility of teaching young men to shoot. He recalled 
the lesson of a recent war in which, in the solitudes of 
Africa, a handful of determined men inexperienced in 
warfare held in check for over a year a large, brave and 
disciplined army, because each of those improvised sol- 
diers concealed a good shot. 


Admiral Lord Charles Beresfcrd was the principal 
speaker at the closing meeting, June 26, of the Imperial 
Press Conference, and gave his views on the question 
of the empire and the navy. “It is impossible,” he de- 
clared, “to maintain the two-power standard unless the 
dominions come in and assist.” The speaker’s general 
plan for an imperial navy, as outlined in his speech, 
contemplates distinct fleets for each of the five nations 
of the empire, Great Britain, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa. These fleets should be 
mobile, able to protect trade routes,.and capable of being 
turned quickly into offensive weapons. There should be 
standardization, interchange of officers as well as inter-

change of ships, and repairing stations should be estab- 
lished throughout the empire. 

The British Lancers are in future to carry the lance, 
not only on escort duty and at reviews and ceremonial 
parades, but on guard, during training, at maneuvers, 
and, when so ordered on field service. The Army and 
Navy Gazette, London, says that the official recognition 
of the superiority of a thrusting weapon over a cutting 
weapon was a natural sequence, for as soon as the sword 
was turned into a short lance, every one understood that 
arguments in favor of the lance were no longer required. 
A cavalry correspondent of the Gazette describes the 
sword as being handicapped forty per cent. at present, 
and expresses the hope that it wil! “become once more 
what it was in the seventeenth century, a straight cut- 
and-thrust blade.” 

The French Chamber of Deputies began on July 1 
the debate on the report of the naval committee. M. 
Delahaye quoted from the report the statement that 
catastrophes in two years cost France more than the 
loss of Rozhestvensky’s fleet cost Russia. M. Pichon 
described how the Rochefort arsenal was occupied in 
manufacturing mattresses, pillows and bed rugs while 
ships were awaiting repairs. He gave many illustra- 
tions of the naval administration’s red tape, quoting the 
number of signatures up to the Minister of Marines 
that were necessary before a glass costing seventy-five 
centimes that had been broken aboard a flagship could 
be replaced and how one commission’s duty, occupying 
three months, was to count the number of leeches that 
had died in naval pharmacies.
